New York, May 24. — Wm. Mc- 
Laughlin, admittedly one of the most 
active officers that tho New York po 
liee department has had, whose thirty 
two years of service to the city has 
been crowded with stirring events 
one of Which made him a prisoner in 
the Tombs, will retire from the force 
at midnight tonight. Today the 
former Inspector applied for retire 
ment on half pay, which will be 
$-,500 a year. As ho has served 
years, and there are no char 
against him, Commissioner Bingham 
had no alternative but to grant tho 
application. This retirement will al 
so obviate his figuring in the invest! 
gatlon of the alleged Gould consplr 
acy. The captain has been ill with 
bronchitis, and it is understood that 
ho was soon to have been officially 
examined by a headquarter's phy- 
sician us to when he would be able 
to appear before Deputy Commission 
er Hanson to explain his alleged con 
neetion with the affair, of which 
Eieut. Frank Peabotly told Mr. Han- 
son last night. As the application 
for retirement forestalled any possible 
charges, however, Mr. McLaughlin 
may be out of the case. 

William McLaughlin is GO years 
old. Ho has been a member of. tho 
pollco force since November 24, I860, 
when he was made .a patrolman and 
was detailed to duty in a down-town 
precinct. He was made a roundsman 
in 1874, and in 1S80 was assigned to 
duty In the detective bureau at head- 
quarters and made a sergeant. Hero 
he had an opportunity to plunge into 
the work which he liked most, and 
for which he was best fitted. Ho 
then entered on a long career of ex- 
citing captures and numerous convic- 
tions. It was not long before he was 
made captain for breaking up the fa- 
mous Red Hook gang, a band of des- 
perado thieves. Rapid promotion fol- 
lowing, in 1SS0 he was appointed in- 
spector. In 1885 he was convicted of 
extortion, following evidence pro- 
duced against him at the Lexow in- 
vestigation, and spent several days in 
the Tombs, under sentence, but he ob- 
tained a new trial from the court of 
appeals and was acquitted and rein- 
stated on the force. He was put at 
the head of tho detective bureau by 
Commissioner McAdoo. When the 
Bingham bill was passed last month 
he was reduced to the rank of cap- 
tain and sent to tho Westchester dis- 
trict. 

Capt McLaughlin is said to Iiavn 
amassed a fortune of nearly a million 
dollars from real estate dealings. Ho 
has a collection of art objects in his 
home which has few equals in private 
houses .in this city. 

While McLaughlin was preparing 
his application for retirement today, 
Deputy Commissioner Hanson was 
continuing his inquiry into the Gould 
case at police headquarters. It was 
learned that both Howard Gould and 
his wife have been subpoenaed to ap- 
pear before him, to tell what they 
know about the participation of Pea- 
body and McLaughlin in Gold's al- 
leged search for evidence for a di- 
vorce. 

Edward Sholes, the former circus 
rider, who is credited with having cir- 
culated the report that Mrs. Howard 
Gould while Miss Katherlne Clcm- 
mons, the actress, had been married 
In Baltimore to Samuel Dawson be- 
fore she came to New York, was be- 
fore the commissioner and threw still 
more light upon the connection of the 
police with the Goulds' troubles. Hei 
was questioned by Commissioner 
Hanson and his story was substan- 
tially as follows: '•The man who 
brought 'Big Hawloy' to my houses 
was Andy Eborle. They asked me If 
I knew anything about Mrs. Howard! 
Gould being married before she met] 
Howard Gotdd. I told them that I 
beard she was married to a man 
named Dawson, who used Co lio a 
scene shifter in the Fourteenth street 
theatre In this city, and that T 
thought they were married in Balti- 
more. We talked about it some time, 
Hawloy and liberie and I, and then we 
met Detective Peabody. I told him 
what I had told Hawloy and liberie. 
Some little time later I got a telegram, 
from Peabody from Baltimore. 

"The telegram stated that George 
Dawson and Harriett Lonsdale were 



married in Baltimore In . 1SS2 and 
asked if this could be she. I sent Pea- 
body a reply saying she had used 
many aliases, and asking him if he 
could locate Dawson. 

"Later on I was summoned to In- 
spector McLaughlin's olllco. Ho put 
me through a long examination and 
cross-questioned mo very closely. Ho 
aslced mo if Xj was sure that the 
woman who married Dawson was 
Mrs. Gould. I told him all I know 
about It, and then ho said: 'Now you 
corne with mo down to Delanoy 
NlcoH's ollice.' I went with McLaugh- 
lin to Delancey Nlcoll's 'ohTce and told 
Mr. Nicoll just what I had told the 
inspector and Peabody and Big Haw- 
ley and Andy liberie. That Is all I 
had to do with tho affair." 

Sholes was asked if Inspector Mc- 
Laughlin ever suggested his visiting 
the district attorney's office, and ho 
replied In the negative. Andy Eborle, 
mentioned In Sholes' statement, Is an 
intimate friend of Big Hawloy. De- 
lancy Nicoll upon whom, as counsel 
for Mr. Gould, Mrs. Gotdd served no- 
tice of her suit of permanent separa- 
tion upon tho grounds of cruelty 
and inhuman treatment, Includin 
police conspiracy agalst her, issued a 
statement today setting forth his cbn- 
nection with the alleged conspiracy 
In brief Mr. Nicoll explained that 
there came to the ears of the police 
a report that a crime had been com- 
mitted in that ICathorlno Clemmons, 
while having a husband living, mar- 
ried Howard Gould. Very properly, 
he holds the pollco whose duties are 
not only to prevent, but also to de- 
tect crime, looked into tho matter at 
his suggestion. When they had sat- 
istled themselves that tho gossip con- 
cerning Mrs. Gould was baseless they 
dropped th'oir investigation. 

"There was nothing done," Mr. 
Nicoll add, "on behalf of Mr. Gould 
which was unusually extraordinary or 
ether than any other citizen has a 
right to have done for him." Mr. 
Nicoll said that ho had made a state- 
ment to Mr. Hanson. It was said to- 
night that the resignation of Mr. 
Laughlln and the explanation of Mr. 
Nicoll would not stop the inquiry un- 
der any circumstances at police head- 
quarters.

The match was 
fairly clean and free from roughness, 
barring a number of minor scraps, 
with one exception. That occurred 
when Bowntree and Powers got into 
a scrap near midfleld, and for a little 
while went at it rathor lively. A large 
section of the crowd swarmed Into 
tho field, and for a few moments tho 
prospects were for a free-for-all, as 
the few policemen present were prac- 
tically powerless. The Tecumsohs 
seem to have the best all-round team 
In their history.

Boise, Idaho, May 2-1.— Of the sixty 
talesmen summoned under the new 
venire, 44 await examination for 
qualification as jurymen when court 
opens tomorrow for the eleventh day 
at the trial of Wm. D. Haywood, 
charged with the murder of former 
Governor Frank Steunenburg. 

Henry Curtis, the tenth talesman 
called yesterday to stnnd the test, was 
first of the new venire to make any- 
thing like a stand under the question- 
ing of the prosecution. Just before 
the adjournment of court for the day 
ho was passed by the seat for cause 
after a close examination, which de- 
veloped the fact that he was at one 
time- a member of the railroad men's 
union and that he had closely inves- 
tigated tho question of socialism. In 
answer to questions by the state, 
Curtis said that there were some 
things about socialism that appealed 
to him, but that taken altogether, the 
whole question seemed to be "in a 
haze and not quite applicable to the 
age in which ho lived." Curtis is the 
first of the talesmen under examina- 
tion who has shown that he has 
made any real study of socialism, and 
from the extent to which defence has 
been examining talesmen as to their 
views of the question, tho result of 
the examination of Curtis by tho de- 
fence today 1.; interesting, 

With eight peremptory challenges 
yet to come, and two talesmen to 
test, Including Curtis, occupying chair 
nine, and Whltlock, who is No. (!, the 
chances for a jury out of the 44 re- 
maining talesmen is not encourag- 
ing.

LEMIEUX ACT PROVES USEFUL 



Grand Trunk Machinists' Disputo is 
Settled — Charges Against 
t Dawson Clerk 



Ottawa, May 24.— Prof. Adam 
Shortt, of Kingston university, who 
was chairman of tho board of con- 
ciliation In the dispute between the 
Grand Trunk and its machinists, 
writes to Hon. Mr. Lemleux that the 
new law is most efficient and entirely 
successful. He says It led to a set- 
tlement to the satisfaction of ail par- 
tics of an important labor disputo of 
more than two years standing with- 
out the loss of a day's work to tho 
men or a dollar to the company, and 
above all, without disturbance to tho 
Company's business. Thus was 
every object of tho Lemleux act se- 
cured. Hon. Mr. Lemleux, in reply, 
saya the finding of the board will 
mark a distinct advance in tho settle- 
ment of industrial disputes and be an 
Illuminating example for procedure in 
future applications of the act. 

Arrangements are being made to 
clear all squatters off the Dominion 
forest reserves of Manitoba, Saskatch- 
ewan, Alberta and the railway bolt of 
British Columbia. There are 21 of 
these reserves, covering a total area 
of 3, 300 square miles, There can be 
no security from fire as long' as 
people are living in the timber. No- 
tices will be .served on all parties who 
have no titles to leave and go to 
lands which are open for settlement. 
There are several hundred of these 
squatters. A beginning is being made 
townrd the organization of a perma- 
nent staff of rangers for all tho re- 
serves to prevent fires and timber 
poaching. A survey of .the timber 
is being carried out, and ns soon as 
it Is completed a plan will be devised 
by which the annual growth may bo 
taken off and marketed. 

A Yukon miner named J. S. Per- 
ron, of Dawson, has prcforrnd charges 
of misconduct against Oswald S, Fin- 
nic, chief clerk in tho office of tho 
gold commissioner, and Judge Craig 
has been appointed a commissioner to 
Investigate and report on these 
charges. 

Prohibition of net fishing in the 
estuary of the Cowichan river, in- 
cluding- Cowichan bay, has been re- 
moved. 

Victoria day was well observed in 
Ottawa, business being enllrelv sus- 
pended.

Theodore V. Hatzoy, formerly an 
agent of the corporation, Ruof, 
Schmitz, Calhoun, Mullaly, Ford and 
Abbott are charged with bribery in 
llxing the gas company's rate and re- 
ceiving ?o,000 In the United Rallrnnds 
franchise deal. Tho Indictments 
against Glass are additional to the 11 
Indictments already returned against 
lilm on the charge of bribing super- 
visors to refuse a competitive telo-i 
phone franchise.

RAILWAYS IN VANCOUVER 

Vancouver, May 21.— City Solicitor 
Rowan this morning received the 
formal order of -the Railway Commis- 
sion allowing the V. W. & Y railway 
to cross tho tracks of the C. P. It. 
on the spur for which permission was 
granted to reach the Inlet. This 
specifies that the V. W. & Y. must 
construct tho necessary diamond, In- 
stal all homo and distant signals with 
a central tower, operating them at Its 
expense, and that the maintenance 
and operation of the plant must also 
be borne by tho. company. It Is fur- 
ther provided that if the C. P. R. 
should lay additional tracks at tho 
crossing point tho V. W. & Y. must 
arrange similar construction covering 
tho additional linos.

No details aro pro- 
curable at this hour. 

MRS. McKINLEY 

Canton, Ohio. May 24. — Mrs. Wm. 
McKinley, widow of the late president, 
who was stricken with apoplexy last 
Tuesday, and is in a precarious condi- 
tion, was no worso today. The at- 
tending physician Dr. O. 1$. Portminn 
and his adviser, Surgeon General Itlxey, 
of the navy at six o'clock tonight posted 
a bulletin that there had been no ma- 
terial change in her condition. 



WANT EIGHT HOUR DAY 

Youngstown, Ohio, May 24. — James

union for an eight hour working day 
for all men working twelve hours. 
The demand goes Into effect June 1. 
The following rate -of wages per day 
is also asked Keepers, $4.00; help- 
ers, $3. GO; fillers, $2.00; laborers (nine 
hours), 51.75. 



DEAD CAPTAIN BLAMED 

Hamburg, May 24. — Tho admiralty 
court has decided that the wreck of 
tho Hamburg-American line steamer 
Prlnzessin Victoria Louise, near King- 
ston, Jamaica, on Dec. 10 last, was 
duo to Captain Bruswig's mistaking 
one light for another and maintaining 
full steam at a time when he should 
not have done so. The decision of 
tho court concludes with saying that 
Captain Bruswlg neglected his duty 
as commander of tho vessel by lock- 
ing himself In his cabin and contain- 
ing suicide after she ran on the rocks 
Instead of trying to save the ship and 
passengers, who, however, were all 
safely landed. 



SPORTS IN WINNIPEG 

AVinnipeg; May 24. — Victoria day 
was dedicated to athletic sports here, 
and thousands attended the various 
sporting tournaments and events, in- 
cluding professional baseball, which 
attracted a record attendance, even 
for Winnipeg, which is noted for its 
devotion to the diamond. Senior la- 
crosse was the only branch of sport 
which was not included in tho dav's 
calendar. Tho weather was simply 
delightful. Tho Y. M. C. A. road 
race today attracted great interest. It 
was won by Walker, of Winnipeg, 
who covered tho five mile course in 
26 minutes C4 1-4 seconds. Walker 
is a great runner and also captured 
tho mile event In easy fashion.

Victoria Day was celebrated in royal 
manner.

Soon after noon the 
crowd started to head that way, and 
every car leaving Government and 
Yates street for the Gorgo was crowd- 
ed to the limit. The street railway 
had every available car in service on 
this route and on the Oak Bay line, 
but at that was unable to handle the 
thousands .who desired to reach these 
places of amusement, and many 
pleasure seekers had to walk.

Ilecco Panaglro, one 
of the men, committed suicide at the 
Raymond street jail by hanging him- 
self. After the opening of the Supreme 
j court Genaro sposito, aEnothor of tho 
} trio, withdrew his plea of not guilty, 
and pleaded guilty to murder in the 
second degree. Then, upon 'the recom- 
mendation of District Attorney Clark, 
Francesco Como, on. trial jointly with 
the Other two, was discharged for want 
of evidence. 



SLOCAN INDIGNANT 

Reduction of Train and Steamer 
Service is Obnoxious 

Slocari City, May 24. — The Slocan, 
tho pioneer city of the Kootenay, 
whose silver and lend mines first at- 
tracted public attention to tho mineral 1 
wealth of British Columbia, Is again 
O/i the eve of a revival of Its one- 
time, prosperity, owing to the inlla- 
tlon of silver and lead values, a re- 
vival to which is added the attrac- 
tions of an unprecedented demand for 
lumber and an enormous Influx of 
settlers seeking fruit ranches. The 
district is today seething with public 
indignation because of tho action of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway com- 
pany in abolishing the old schedule 
of a dally service and refusing to take 
mall fir passengers except three times 
a week. This Involves a delay of sev- 
eral days In getting In and out of the 
district, and it Is feared will act as 
a deterrent on many deals in all 
three * Industries closed and pending. 

A public meeting was held at New 
Denver, delegates attending from Slo- 
can City, Sllverton, New Denver, 
Rosebery, Three Forks, Sanden and 
from the Nelson Board of Trade, and 
resolutions were passed addressed to 
the C. P. R. and the Dominion 
authorities. Public opinion is aroused 
in no uncertain manner, and It Is cer- 
tain that the Slocan people will press 
tho matter to its utmost conclusion. 



DANCING AS A TEST. 

Montreal, May 24. — Shipping com- 
panies hero have received many com- 
plaints against the tests to which sec- 
ond-class passengers aro submitted by 
tho Dominion medical officers at Que- 
bec. The passengers, many of whom 
are refined In taste and habits, are 
required to jump and dance and run 
up and down tho shed floor. The mat- 
ter, it is said, Is to bo brought to the 
attention of the interior department. 



BOUNDARY SURVEY 

Vancouver, May 21 — A. .T. Brabazon of 
the Dominion boundary survey corps 
engaged In the delimitation of tho line 
between Alaska and Yukon in the vicin- 
ity of Forty-mile, will leave Vancouver 
for tho north on tho steamer Dolphin 
provided arrangements to have the ves- 
sel call here are made, fiho Is schedul- 
ed to sail from Seattle for Skagway 
on Saturday night. Mr. Brabazon will 
take ten men, a quantity of supplies 
and possibly some horses from Vancou- 
ver. Tie- party, which Will operate 
In conjunction with an American force, 
will lie absent till fall. At the head 
of the American party Is Thomas Itlggs. 
He intends to loavo Seattle on the Dol- 
phin, accompanied by twenty-five men. 
He Is taking IS horses north, and also 
twenty-live tons of supplies. When tho 
Canadians and Americans Join, tho 
party will total thirty-six mon.

Large Crowd of Spectators Pre- 
sent and Many Interest- 
ing Contests 

a • 

A very pretty scene was presented at 
the Gorge yesterday afternoon, the 
occasion being the annual regatta. 
Picturesque as the Arm is at all times, 
yesterday, with the big licet of miscel- 
laneous craft, launches, steam, gaso- 
line and electric propelled, sailboats, 
sailing skifrs, rowing skiffs and every- 
where the canoe, atl alive with Hags, 
bunting and variegated streamers, it 
presented a scene which, while fam- 
iliar enough to the resident of Victoria, 
from its strangeness and beauty will 
linger long in the memory of the casual 
visitor. For it is doubtful If any cele- 
bration was more successful. 

There were those amongst the old- 
timers present who heaved a sigh for 
the days when cutlers, gigs and 
launches from the fleet helped to en- 
liven the scene. There were those who 
spoke of bygone glories, and instanced 
celebrations away back in Hit dim by- 
gone days of twenty years ago, but 
there were others who maintained that 
never did the sun shine more brightly 
upon a larger licet of pleasure craft, 
upon larger or more enthusiastic 
crowds of spectators upon the bank- 
sides, or upon events more spiritedly 
contested. The celebration was indeed 
a success. 

The Indian canoe races were especi- 
ally good. While it was apparent that 
the Valdez crew was the best of the 
aggregation, the events were all closely 
contested. One gentleman in a posi- 
tion to speak with authority declared 
that, the klootchmans' race contained 
more, entries, and was more spiritedly 
contested than ever before. 

The regatta, was billed to commence 
at 2 p. m. It was nearly 2.30 when the 
gun sounded for the initial race and 
the day's programme was under way. 
Despite the crowded condition of the 
Waterways, and the huge number of 
boats piloted by more or less 
—many of them less— skilful oars- 
men, there was not a single mis- 
hap to mar the day's enjoyment. Many 
were the narrow shaves. Launches 
dashed excitedly hither and thither, 
boats' noses grazed paint from one an- 
other, Japanese parasols bobbed con- 
vulsively over agit.-v.ed owners, and 
pipe-stems were bitten in two by their 
strenuous masculine possessors in the 
heat of the day, when from the judges' 
stand a stentorian voice proclaimed 
that the race was on and ordered die 
mosquito fleet back from the course.. 
But it was a good-natured crowd — a 
happy contented crowd, whose motto 
was laissez-faire, and which did not 
grow at ail discontented when the de- 
lays between races lengthened out, 
when favorites were defeated or when 
some monster craft interposed itself 
between them and the objective of 
their view. 

Close finishes were the order of the 
day. Especially was this true in one 
of the prettiest events of the after- 
noon, tiie ladies' double scull, when 
the winner topped second-up by half a 
length in a close finish. The four- 
oared shell event, between crews from 
the J. B. A. A. and the University of 
Washington, resulted in a win by the 
local boys easily. The crew from 
Seattle, handicapped by their ignorance 
of the course, and also by the fact that 
they are accustomed to being coxed, 
were at a disadvantage, and their 
course throughout the race was decid- 
edly eccentric. After some exceedlng- 
y wild steering they telescoped a 
pleasure craft, that was somewhat In 
their way, and were put out of the 
race. This occurred after two restarts, 
caused by fouls, 

The second crew from the J. 7;. A. A., 
racing the aggregation from Van- 
couver in four-oared lapstreaks, met 
with defeat. They finished strong, 
however, and the race, proved highly 
exciting. The race for Jive-oared cut- 
ters proved somewhat of a liasco. Five 
boats started, but only one of them 
was a five-oar. The other four from 
Work Point were four-oared barges. 
The event was finally awarded to the 
five-oared barge, that of the Fifth 
Regiment, by the referee, Capt. Troup, 
on account of fouls. The Fifth Regi- 
ment crew were fouled by one of the 
garrison boats shortly after the start, 
and again just before the ftaish they 
finished in second place tie with a 
crew from the Royal Garrison Artil- 
lery. The leading boat, containing a 
crew from the Royal Canadian En- 
gineers, was disqualified. 

The first event, a doublo scull school- 
boys' race, resulted in a win for the. 
Collegiate school, closely pressed by 
the High school crew fh second place. 
The latter carried a heavier cox than 
the winners, which may have contri- 
buted to the result. 

The fancy or freak events did not 
materialize. These consisted of the 
novelty single paddle Canon race, the 
Indian inset race and the tilting 
tournament. 

The results In detail were as follows: 
Double sculls schoolboys' race for a 
prize valued at $12— First, Collegiate 
school; second. High school; third, 
University school. 

High school took the lead from tho 
start at E. (..'row Baker's boat house, 
Collegiate following closely, pulling a. 
somewhat quicker stroke than their 
opponents. Both crews drew away 
from University school. At tho three- 
quarter mark, Collegiate had closed 
the gap between them and the wearers 
of the yellow and black, and drew 
steadily away from them, finishing 
half a length in the lead. In the final 
quarter tho High school stroko lost 
Ills seat three times. 

Indian war canoe,*, 4Q to no feet, fun 
a prize of $6 per paddlo— First, Valdez; 
second, West .Saanlch. 



Only two crews wore entered, ono 
from Valdez, the other from the West 
Saanlch tribe. The course was from 
the judges' stand around Deadman's 
Island and return. Both crews started 
off paddling madly and held one un- 
othcr until a quarter of the return 
journey was made. Then the Valdez 
crew, who have been victorious for the 
past six weeks, began to draw ahead, 
winning handily by a length. 

Five-oared service cutters, open to 
army and navy forces-First, Fifth 
Regiment. 

A crew from the Fifth Regiment, 
three crews from the Royal Garrison 
Artillery and one from the Canadian 
Engineers entered. At tho start a 
crew from the artillery fouled the 
Fifth's boat and encroached on the 
hitter's water throughout the course, 
which was around Deadina'n's Island 
and return. The Engineers finished 
first, but were disqualified for foul- 
ing. The winning crew were: Gun- 
ner E. Logan, stroke; Gumiers Jones, 
Price, W. Duncan, Corp. Ross; Sergtj 
Harrop, coxswain. 

Four-oared hipstrcak, amateur, for 
the senior championship of British Co- 
lumbia and prizes valued at $40— 
First, J. B. A. A.; second, University 
of Washington. 

The course was from the Point) 
ElUco bridge to tin? judges' stand. 
After a false start the two crews got 
fairly away. After some wild steering 
the Seattle boat fouled a buoy, and the 
race was restarted from that point. 
James Bay pulled ahead, and kept 
their lead readily, the visitors yawing 
all round the course, finally telescop- 
ing a pleasure craft, the stroke pitching 
off his seat into the lap of No. 1. The 
winning .1. B. A. A. crew was as fol- 
lows: T. Brown, stroke; W. Lang, No. 
1; C. Jenkinson, No. 2; Z. Woifenden, 
bow, 

Indian war canoe, under 10 feet, first 
$5 per paddle, seco'nd prize, $3 per 
paddle, third, $1 per paddle — First, 
North Saanlch; second, Valdez; third, 
Quamichan. 

Much excitement attached to this 
race, m which there were four entries. 
In addition to the above a crew from 
tho Klein IClemuluta was entered. The 
Quamichan had a new canoe, which 
they "thought would enable them to 
lower the laurels of the champion 
Valdez. 

At the start all four pulled away 
together, keeping tho same distance 
for the entire part of the paddle out 
and half the way back. Here the 
Klein Klemaluta dropped out. Pulling 
ahead North Saanieh and Valdez at 
the three-quarter mark after the turn. 
At this juncture something occurred 
new In Indian races. Valdez, which 
had won the first event against a crew 
from Saanlch, dropped back and fairly 
rested on their paddles while the other 
crew rowed in. In explanation of this 
Chief Michael Cooper explained that 
at the beginning of the race the stroke 
of the Valdez crew ha,d warned his 
oieti tnat they were to win out against 
Quamichan. This they did, and then 
gracefully relinquished the purse for 
first place to their Saanlch rivals. 

Four-oared lupstreak, amateur, for a 
prize valued at $40 — First, Vancouver; 
second, J. B. A. A. 

The race, which was from the Point 
Ellice bridge to the judges' stand, 
proved an exciting one. J. B. A. A. 
was represented by their Junior crew, 
while against them was "pitted the 
best that Vancouver could offer. The 
race was very evon, however. From 
tho beginning Vancouver led, pulling 
a longer, slower stroke than their op- 
ponents. At thejsecond turn, however, 
they got somewhat out of their course, 
following the left bank, and Victoria 
picked up the distance. At the three- 
quarter mark the two were almost 
evon. Vancouver's weight told, how- 
ever, and slightly quickening their 
stroke, which throughout was more 
even, and showed better form than 
that of the local boys, they finished 
half a length ahead. The names of 
the crews were as follows: 

Victoria— W. Kennedy, stroke; S. 
Baylls, No. 1; R. Hall, No. 2; Z. Grey, 
bow. 

Vancouver — X. C. Sawers, 
Jones, Nil. 1; Kat. Laing, No. 
Pettlnsoni bow. 

Double scull, ladies and gentleman 
coxswain, for prize valued at $10— 
First, Miss Jay and Miss Newcombe; 
second, Misses Pitts. 

The course was from tho buoy near 
Curtis Point to the judges' stand. All 
the contestants kept well together at 
the start. Tho two which finished first 
and second drew away from tho others 
at about the half way mark. At the 
three-quarters they were still neck and 
neck. By a desperate effort Miss Jay 
and Miss Newcombe forced their skiff 
ahead 111 lime to finish half a length 
ahead of the .Misses Pitts. 

Klootchmans' race, prizes first, $3; 
second, $3; third, $1 per paddle— First, 
North Saanlch; second, Valdez; third, 
West Saanlch. 

The race was from (lie judges' .stand 
to the buoy opposite Curtis' Point and 
return, and the race was one of tho 
best of the kind which has been seen 
here, in addition to the three prize 
winners, a canoe from Quamichan also 
raced. The four got well away to- 
gether and continued that way to the 
turn. Hero they were badly bunched. 
North Saanieh mads the turn rather 
cleverly, though they were the last to 
round the buoy, and were well away 
on their course before the others were 
fairly turned. 

Though the Valdez crew, which 
numbered amongst It many famous 
klootchman paddlers, made a gallant 
effort to make up the lost, ground, they 
were beaten by half a length. In the. 
(urn around the bow the Quamichan 
canoe lost its figure head.

The third annual meeting of tho "Wo- 
man's Auxiliary to Missions was 
opened on the morning of Tuesday, 
May 21st, at 10 o'clock, by the cele- 
bration of the holy communion in 
Christ Church Cathedral and a sermon 
by Rev. Silva White of Nanalmo from 
the text, which is the motto of tho 
diocese: "Fervent in spirit, serving the 
Lord." 

The business began at 11.15 in the 
cathedral schoolroom, with roll call, 
announcements and minutes of the last 
annual meeting. 

Miss Ard read a paper upon "Homo 
and Foreign Missions," in which she 
pointed out strongly the need of exten- 
sion of" the church in the Canadian 
Northwest, in" India, In China and Jap- 
an. A discussion followed upon the 
paper which showed that the consensus 
of opinion was that more information 
regarding the mission fields was need- 
ed. The Literature committee said that 
there was already many interesting and 
useful books of information In tho 
library and promised to do their best 
to obtain what information they could 
concerning the "General Pledges." 
' Miss Crease read a pajier upon "What 
can non-workers do for tho Woman's 
Auxiliary'.'" in which she dealt. strong- 
ly with the power' of earnest Thought 
and prayer, so that the non-worker of 
the present might bring a well in- 
structed and ordered mind to bear upon 
the work when the time comes that the 
active work may bo ' undertaken. A 
short discussion followed upon the pa- 
per and then upon motion of Mrs. Les- 
ter, seconded by .Mrs. Averill, It Was 
resolved that both papers should be 
printed and that they should be sent 
to Miss Cartwright, general convener of 
literature, with tills end in view. 

At 1 o'clock the meeting adjourned 
for lunch and re-assembled at 2 o'clock 
for the afternoon session, which was 
opened by the singing of the hymn, 
"Lord her watch Thy Church is keep- 
ing, when shall earth Thy rule obey?" 
followed by the president's address. 

My Dear Fellow AVorkcrs, — As we 
look back upon the past year's work 
our hearts are full of thankfulness to 
Almighty God for His . blessing upon 
our Auxiliary. We cannot but feel that 
we have grown, not In numbers only, 
although the secretary's report will 
give you encouraging details in that 
respect, but of far deeper importance, 
there has been, wo hope and believe, a 
tinner grasp of tho spiritual side of 
our work and the daily intercessions 
and weekly services at our meetings 
are more than mere forms.

The 
literature committee has faithfully dis- 
charged Its duties and gradually a 
library of books bearing upon mission- 
ary work is being formed.

DECISION OF COURT 
IN THE CHEHALSS CASE 



Text of Judgment Delivered by 
Mr. Justice Martin at 
Vancouver

Following Is the judgment in lis 
main parts, handed down by Mr. Jus- 
tice Martin at Vancouver on Wednes- 
day in tlio tost case of Bryco vs. C. P. 
R., in the action for damages arising 
out of the Chehalls disaster: 

Though a large amount of evidence 
was adduced at the trial, yet tho more 
the case is considered the clearer does 
it become. So far as regards the 
course, speed and signals of the Prin- 
cess Victoria, I accept tho account of 
her officers as being substantially cor- 
rect, and since It is admitted that she 
was an overtaking vessel, within the 
meaning of Article 24 of the Collision 
Regulations, tho main question is did 
she perforin the duty cast upon her by 
said Article and Article 23, viz., to 
"keep out of the way of the other Ves- 
sel" and "on approaching her, if ne- 
cessary, slacken her speed 01 stop or 
reverse." 

It cannot bo plausibly urged that 
the sjieed of tho Princess after she 
rounded Brockton Point — about six to 
seven knots over the ground — was in 
the circumstances excessive, and be- 
yond doubt there was ample room (ot- 
her to bo have passed between , the 
launch and the CheHalis. Capt.,G-rlfHn, 
who gave his evidence In a stralifht- 
forward manner which favorably -lm'- 
pressed the Court, estimated the dis- 
tance between the two smaller ves- 
sels at about two hundred" and fifty 
yards, and though it Is notoriously 
difficult to estimate distances on wa- 
ter and other witnesses made it less, 
yet even Dean, tho engineer of the 
Chehalls, who was a manifestly bias- 
ed witness, In answer to the question, 
'If he (Griffin) had been on a compar- 
atively straight course there was lots 
of ro'.'in between your boat and the 
launch for him to pass through'.'' said, 
'Of course there was; ho was trying 
to do that; tho tide chucked him over 
on to us.' 1 

Had these respective courses and 
speed been maintained there was at 
that time no reason to anticipate any 
danger nf collision, though the cours- 
es would probably have ultimately 
converged. 

Being steadied then on this course, 
and having no reason to expect that 
the Chehalls would change the course 
she was on, which offered the Prin- 
cess ample room to pass without run- 
ning any risk, the Princess gave tho 
proper signal that she was directing, 
here equivalent to continuing, her 
course to tho port side of the Chehalls, 
that Is, that lie was on a course which 
would pass tho Chehalls on the port 
side not that she was changing her 
existing course. 

But I find that while the said blasts 
were being blown, or Immediately 
thereafter, the Chehalls suddenly al- 
tered her course at least throe or four 
points from west to southward, thus 
bringing herself across the bows of 
tho Princess. Immediately upon this 
Change of course being observed the 
engines of the Princess were stopped 
and reversed with the object of avoid- 
ing the Chehalls, but although at the 
time of the Impact her way was stop- 
ped over the ground, yet she was pro- 
bably still making four or perhaps live 
knots through the water, with the re- 
sult that tho collision occurred, al- 
though the force was much reduced 
by these manoeuvres and the Chehalls 
was not struck by the Princess' stem, 
but swept up against her In a glanc- 
ing direction on her starboard bow. 

Though it is not for tho defendant 
to supply the explanation for this sud- 
den change in the course of tho Che- 
halls, I have little doubt that It was 
owing to the fact that Capt. House 
only kept a lookout ahead, and I be- 
lievo he was startled when ho heard 
tho signal and made a wrong move- 
ment of his wheel at ,1 critical mo- 
ment in the strong tide. There must 
have been something of the kind, for 
Capt. House did not take the position 
that he was thrown out of his course 
by an unforeseen eddy or current or 
otherwise. On the contrary ho was 
fully alive to the tide conditions that 
he was meeting and, as ho says, over- 
coming. 

In the position that the three ves- 
sels were then In, and at the speed 
they were going there was no reason 
why all three should not by tho exer- 
cise of ordinary good seamanship 
have proceeded down the channel 
without any apprehension of danger 
of collision, nor would there have been 
one if the Chehalls had maintained 
her course and speed. While It was 
admittedly tho duty of the Princess 
Victoria to keep out of tho way, and 
if necessary, but not otherwise, to 
comply with Article 23, 1 am satisfied 
that she did comply with it just as 
soon as it became reasonable and 
proper for her to do so, which Is all 
the Article required. Nor can 1 see 
that she was to blame tor not having 
ignalled before, even apart from the 
fact that she was entitled to assume 
that she had already been observed 
by tho Chehalls; indeed, if she had 
done so there would have been great 
danger of confusing the launch which 
was nearest to her, and would natur- 
ally take the signal as being primar- 
ily applicable to her. 

Having regard to the relative posi- 
tion in the channel of the three ves- 
sels after tho Princess had rounded 
tho point, the mid-channel course 
which she took was tho only proper 
one for her .to take as a matter of 
good seamanship, as I am advised, 
consistent with her own safety, and It 
would be unreasonable to expect her 
to have gone to the north aide of tho 
Chehalls, already on her northerly 
course, and under her stern. 

Some discussion arose as to the 
meaning of the expression "keep out 
Of the way" in Article 24, and the ar- 
gument was advanced for the plaint- 
iffs that this was an absolute direc- 
tion which would not be satisfied by 
an unsuccessful attempt to do so. Such 
an extreme view, however, is at vari- 
ance with the decision of the Court of 
appeal In The Saragoosa (1892) 7 Asp, 
M. C. 2S1), wherein it is laid down that 
no more than the exercise of reason- 
able care and skill Is required of the 
overtaking vessel when tho overtaken 
vessel deviates from her course. 

Frequent references were made at 
tho trial to Article 25, dealing with 
'narrow channels,' and it may bo de- 
sirable to express my opinion on tho 
point, as applied to the locality hero 
In question. At Prospect Point, where 
tho First Narrows begin, tho channel 
Is about a cable In width, and it ex- 
pands through irregularly, till at 
Brockton Point It is nearly five ca- 
bles; tit tho next point, where tho col- 
lision took place, it is about four and 
a half cables. It Is not easy to de- 
termine the expression 'Narrow chan- 
nel' as used In tho rule." 

After quoting a number of author- 



ities on what constitutes a "narrow 
channel," His Lordship continues: 

"Tho question, therefore, In my 
opinion must be decided upon the 
special circumstances In each case; In 
determining it the amount of ship- 
ping must be taken Into consideration, 
for It is obvious that what might bo 
considered a broad channel for a small 
number of slow, lower-powered ves- 
sels, would not be so if a large number 
of fast, high-powered vessels con- 
stantly used It, as is tho case here; 
tho strength and nature .of tho tides 
also, and their effect upon navigation 
and tho configuration of tho shores 
could not be Ignored in arriving at a 
satisfactory conclusion. 

"Applying those guides to tho case 
at the bar, I have come to the conclu- 
sion at the First Narrows from Pros- 
pect Point to Brockton Point (a dis- 
tance approximately one and one- 
quarter sea miles) must lie deemed to 
bo a narrow channel within tho mean- 
ing of said, article. As a matter of 
precaution, I have nsked tho assessors 
for their view on tho matter and they 
are of the same opinion. 

"Tho meaning of the expression 
'safe and practicable' has been often 
considered and various definitions giv- 
en according to the circumstances. But 
It Is quite clear on the facts of this 
case, and according to Capt. House's 
testimony, It was on the day in ques- 
tion 'safe and practicable' from any 
point of view, both as regards her- 
self and other vessels, for tho Chehalls 
to have kept along the north side of 
tho narrow channel from which side 
she started. The necessity for her 
crossing tji -the south side has not 
been made clear, and taken with tho 
absence of a proper lookout it Is dif- 
ficult to see how such a proceeding 
can bo justified. 

"Though some evidence was given 
In support of the existence of a usage, 
practice or custom for vessels starting 
-from the south side of the inlet to 
keep along the same side of tho chan- 
nel on <a source through the Narrows, 
yet nothing of the kind was (establish- 
ed to my satisfaction in the ease of 
vessels starting from the north side, 
and in my opinion nothing should bo 
said to encourage such" a practice in 
the latter case, which is decidedly 
dangerous unless the channel is clear 
and unobstructed and free from any 
apprehension of danger from any- 
q'uarter. Nor do I wish it understood 
that I am satisfied with the evidence 
In favor of the former practice, nor 
have I considered, for It is at present 
unnecessary, to what extent it might 
'affect Article 25. The subject is an 
Intricate one, and cases on it in re- 
gard to tidal rivers only, and not arms 
of the sea, can bo found. It Is enough 
to refer to what has already been said 
on tho point, viz., that the Princess 
that day having regard to the circum- 
stances, was justified as a matter of 
good seamanship In taking the mid- 
channel course between the two ves- 
sels, but she was nevertheless still 
bound to observe tho general rules of 
navigation with respect to the Che- 
halls, even though the latter was in- 
fringing Article 25. 

"With respect to Article 22, Its con- 
sideration is, so far as is necessary, 
involved In that of the other articles 
which have already been dealt with. 
There was In short no brcacn of it 
bv the Princess Victoria, she was not. 
nronerlv sneaking, 'Crossing ahead' 
of the Chehalls." 

As to Article 22, and the signal to 
be eriven in going astern, it will be 
sufficient to say that, ' though some 
questions were asked l at tho - trial 
about it. no argument was advanced 
upon it, doubtless, for- the reason that 
the failure to give it In the circum- 
stances could manifestly have no good 
effect whatever, but probably the re 
verse. Indeed, Mr. Martin's 7 position 
was that that after the whistle blew 
events followed so rapidly that there 
was no way of avoiding a collision." 

On the whole ense, I am advised 
by the Assessors that In their opinion 
the master of the Princess Victoria 
gave the signal Indicating the continu- 
ation of his course to port at the ear- 
liest time consistent with the position 
of the vessels, and that he did not no 
gleet to take any proper precaution 
which a prudent and skilful navigator 
should have taken, seeing that he 
was justified In assuming that the 
Chehalls would maintain her course 
and speed which then gave no reason 
to apprehend danger, and, further, 
that after the change in the course of 
tho Chehalls, he did not fail to exe- 
cute any proper manoeuvre, but on 
the contrary, did all that could rea- 
sonably be expected of him under th< 
circumstances. I am also advised bj 
the Assessors that if the Chehalls 
after she had changed her course 
had reversed her engines at the same 
time that the Princess did, the col- 
lision would in all probability have 
been averted or its consequence min- 
imized. 

I entirely agree with these views. 

"The delivery of judgment has been 
delaved because at tin? argument re- 
ference was made to certain cases 
then pending before other courts, the 

foil rj.nnrts of which with SOIUO 

others, have since come to hand." 

"After quoting these authorities, His 
Lordshln continues: "Some rather 
severe strictures based upon the re- 
marks of Lord Westburv in the Slng- 
aoore (lSGO) 1'. R. I. i>. c. 38C, wore 
made upon the credibility of the mas- 
ter of tho Princess Victoria because 
of certain erasures and interlineations 
in the book written In pencil, des- 
cribed as tho rough, or scrap log. But 
tho learned counsel lias failed to dis- 
tinguish between that log, which ns 
its name Indicates, is of a pre- 
liminary or draft character, ami the 
official log of the vessel likewise bo- 
fore us, written in Ink anil kept in 
a formal manner, being in fact tho 
fair copy of the draft prepared by, 
in this Instance, the master and 
siened bv him." 

"ii would be unreasonable to expect 
any man to draw up, in exact lan- 
guage, without any change whatever, 
an account of an accident such as 
tho present nor could he be expected 
to enter It In tho Official log without 
first having made a draft of It, either 
on a sheet of paper or in a note book 
of some kind. In drawing up his ac- 
count of tho matter, on the voyage to 
Victoria the same afternoon. In the 
Pilot house, the master admits that 
lie made erasures and alterations, as 
he wrote, to cover slight inaccuracies 
or in satisfy himself as to tho word- 
ing of it. This was done in the pres- 
ence of the first officer, but not in con- 
sultation with him, and the scrap log 
was left in tho pilot house for the 
purpose of being copied by that officer 
into tho olliclal iog the same day In 
tin: ordinary course of duty, which 
was done. In such circumstances, 1 
see no occasion for any reflection be- 
ing cast upon the master either as 
regards the way the otllclal log was 
preparodi or as regards his credibil- 
ity, His full examination is quite 
satisfactory to the court." 

"During tho trial a ruling on evi- 
dence was given which I was request- 
ed to mention In this judgment and 
consequently do so. The defendant 
tendered the evidence of several wit- 
nesses possessed of nautical skill with 
tho object of having them express 
their nnlnlnn on the manoeuvres of 
the two vessels and tho proper action 
to be taken by them In tho vurious

that a complete understanding will 
Ulcely bo reached between the Brit- 
ish and Russian governments. 

Under these circumstances the po- 
sition of Germany becomes almost 
Isolated. The alliance with Austro- 
Hungary remains undisturbed on tho 
surface of things, but recent utter- 
ances of tho German press indicate 
that matters are not as sereno in that 
quarter as they were. The Neuo Frele 
Presso has taken occasion in an 
article referring to tho relations be- 
tween the two empires to inform 
Austro-Hungary that "no conceivable 
combination would be able to Ignore 
the present German Empire, even did 
that empire stand alone," a statement 
which is interpreted to mean that if 
Austro-Hungary feels like withdraw- 
ing from the Triple Alliance she will 
not be greatly missed. Tho same pa- 
per also predicts a revival of close re- 
lations between Germany and Russia 
It frankly states its fear that a com- 
bination will be formed between the 
United Kingdom, France, Japan and 
the United States, "which in certain 
circumstances may become a com- 
bination against Germany." The lead- 
ing Austrian journal understands that 
an aereemont has been reached be- 
tween Russia and Japan, and is well- 
nigh complete between Great Britain 
and Russia. This, says the Vienna 
paper, makes possible the mainten- 
ance of an alliance between Russia 
and France. If the relations of the 
powers are correctly set forth above, 
the position of Germany is one of al- 
most complete isolation, for the Triple 
Alliance, while still nominally In ex- 
istence, could not be Invoked in cap* 
of a quarrel between Germany ar.d 
any of the greater nations.

ISOLATION OF GERMANY. 

Tho political position of Germany 
Is giving her public men a good deal 
of concern. There was a time, and it 
was not very remote, when the Triple 
Alliance, namely that of Germany, 
Austria and Italy, was assumed to be 
the most powerful factor in interna- 
tional politics. Encouraged by it, the 
Kaiser took an exceedingly arrogant 
position. While no one doubts his 
professed desire to preserve tho peace 
of Europe, every one was made un- 
easy by his frequent reference to tho 
military prowess of his empire, and by 
the repeated statements on the part 
of German publicists and intluential 
German papers that the Kaiser was 
determined to make his military and 
naval strength supreme. The refer- 
ences to the possible invasion of Eng- 
land worn not official, of course, but 
in Germany tilings of that nature are 
not discussed publicly by very prom- 
inent people when it is known that 
they are not pleasing to the head of 
the state. There can be no question 
that Germanay lias for some years 
past allowed herself to ho placed in 
the position of an International bully. 
Most of us will readily recall the 
taunts that were thrown out so freely 
about the isolation of England, and 
there was an ill-concealed anticipa- 
tion upon the part of at least ono 
Continental power that the time was 
not very far distant when there would 
be some line work doing in the way 
of picking the bones of a disrupted 
British Empire. The first indication 
of a change came during tho Boer 
war, when all the world was shown 
that the Empire was more than a. 
name, and when tho Kaiser learned 
to his surprise that, even with one- 
war on his hands, John Bull did not 
propose to stand any "Kruger tele- 
grams. " With the advent of Mis Ma- 
jesty to the throne there came a new 
departure in British foreign politics. 
Under our constitutional system, the 
King has nothing to do, ostensibly, 
with such matters, but Edward Vl.I. 
is not only a sovereign, but also a 
mini of crBa.t sagacity, probably the 
greatest statesman, as far as inter- 
national relations go, in the whole 
world. Successive ministries hare 
recognized this. and because the 
elasticity of our system there was 
ample scope for the talents of the 
King. They appear to have been em- 
ployed to exceedingly good purpose. 
First Japan, then France, then Spain 
and then Italy were all brought, if not 
into alliance with the United King- 
dom In every case, .-it least into such 
relations as are substantially equiva- 
lent thereto, and through the same In- 
strumentality, France has reached a 
complete understanding witli Japan. 
While it is true that there docs not 
appear to bo anything in tho nature 
of an official entente cordlalo between 
1 1,0 United Kingdom and the United 
States, it seems to be taken for grant- 
ed that, tho two nations are sympa- 
thetic towards each other In respect to 
their relations with other countries, 
and there Is little room for doubt that 
the influence of Ills Majesty has 
paved tho way for a complete under- 
standing between our neighbors and 
Japan. Thus wo Unci clustering around 
the United Kingdom, In relations more 
or less definite but all friendly, 
France. Spain, Italy, Japan and the 
United States. Tills is a League of 
Peace, which, if it chooses to assert 
its power, can control the world.. To 
this must bo added the probability

THE RISE OF JAPAN 

It is difficult to appreciate the won- 
derful rise of Japan as a world-power. 
Only yesterday as it were, we were 
accustomed to regard the Mikado as 
something in the nature of a comic 
opera monarch, to whom pretty fair 
justice was done in the Gilbert-Sul- 
livan ouera, and his subjects as an 
interesting lot of little brown people, 
whom wo could patronize, when we 
felt like it, and set to one side when 
wc grew tired of them. Today wc 
read of the influence of the Oriental 
Empire being a counterpoise to that 
of Germany. Bismarck would not be 
able to rest comfortably In his grave, 
If he could know this. The following 
leading editorial from the London 
Times of the Dtli Instant shows In a 
very clear light the new position to 
which Japan has attained. 

The news that France and Japan 
will shortly sign an agreement which 
will constitute a fresh guarantee for 
tho peace of the Far East has been 
generally received with deep satisfac- 
tion. To this country the event must 
bo a source of special gratification. 
The French are our friends and the 
Japanese are our allies, and we natur- 
ally rejoice in an arrangement which 
will bring them closely together. The 
agreement lias not yet been signed 
nor apparently is the text yet finally 
settled. But tile statements which 
M. Fichon, the French .Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, and Mr. Kurino, the 
Japanese Ambassador in Paris, are 
reported to have made to representa- 
tives of the Temps and of the Matin 
give a sutticiently clear account ol 
Its main provisions. It contains, we 
are told, two guarantees of first-rate 
importance— a guarantee of tho in- 
tegrity and independence of China and 
a mutual guarantee by the signatories 
of each other's words, it confirms the 
territorial status quo as the Anglo- 
Japanese agreement already confirms 
it. Tho negotiations have been con- 
ducted side by side with those which 
have been proceeding between Japan 
and Russia at St. Petersburg; and it 
has been the desire of France and 
Japan to associate the British and 
the Russian governments In the inter- 
change of views which lias been tak- 
ing place between them. M. Kurino, 
declares that absolutely all differences 
between Japan and Russia have now 
been removed, and lie points out that, 
when t he agreement with France has 
been signed, the maintenance of the 
status quo in the Far East will bo 
guaranteed by four Power - This ar- 
rangement, he adds, implies that 
these four Powers also bind them- 
selves to prevent other nations from 
j acquiring territory in these regions. 
In fact they apparently undertake to 
apply a kind of Monroe doctrine to 
this part of the world. Both M 
Piclion and M. Kurino rightly insist 
upon the purely pacific nature of the 
agreement. It is absolutely conserva- 
tive; it is directed against nobody, 
and it has no objects in view but the 
preservation of peace and the develop- 
mnt of commercial and industrial re- 
lations between France and Japan. M. 
Piclion remarks that It is the logical 
outcome of that policy pursued by 
Franco which tries to prevent compli- 
cations everywhere, and particularly 
in those parts of the world when; 
France lias special Interests. 

The possession of the grea 
flourishing colony of Indo-Chlna 
tainly gives her such interests in I he 
Far East. It Is but natural and rea- 
sonable that she should desire to pro. 
tect tlioin by satisfactory arrange- 
ments with the principal Asiatic Pow. 
ers. The Temps reminds her that 
even when tho hospitality afforded to 
Admiral Rozhdvestvensky'a fleet ii 
Indo-Chinese waters put a sever 
.strain upon Japanese feeling. Hi 
government of the Emperor consist 
ontly protested that Japan did nol 
covet the Asiatic possessions of 
France. They hare given, tin; French 
iournal justly remarks, a striking 
uroof of tho sincerity of these assur- 
ances by entering into negotiations 
Which wiil end In a convention guar- 
anteeing tlie.se possessions to the Re- 
public, French statesmen have long 
felt that from a military point of 
view Indo-Chinese was somewhat In 
tho air. Henceforth they will have 
tho gratification of knowing that it 
protected by a diplomatic security 



The new treaty is recognized to bo 
a powerful factor for the promotion 
of peace, and the only regret ex- 
pressed Is that the traditional policy 
of the Republic does not allow her 
to make a similar agreement with 
Japan in respect to the Philippines. 
The traditional policy of the Repub- 
lic has been modified in more ways 
than one, of late years, by tho in- 
exorable pressure of events. It Will 
probably be modified in many more. 
Were it adjusted to present circum- 
stances and to future developments 
in tills particular, Mr. Kurino evident- 
ly thinks that Tokio would not be 
slow to widen the arrangements on 
which the peaco of East Asia will 
henceforth depend. The other parties 
to these arrangements would, of 
course, heartily welcome such an ac- 
cession to their company. 

From the first we have maintained 
in this country that our treaty with 
Japan would make for the general 
peaco of Asia and of tho world. The 
conclusion of agreements between the 
four chief Asiatic Powers for tho 
preservation of the status quo Is a 
remarkable proof of the soundness of 
this view. The maintenance of the 
territorial status quo is the principle 
on which our treaty with Japan was 
based. The agreements between Jap- 
an Russia and between Japan and 
France ratify it, and uphold it by an 
array of force which should make It 
unassailable within any number of 
years of which diplomacy can take 
account. The news that France and 
Japan have entered Into an arrange- 
ment with this object appears to have 
caused some surprise both in Berlin 
and in 'Vienna. We are glad to see 
that in both capitals its pacific char- 
acter appears to be acknowledged, 
though, of course, some of tho German 
newspapers affect to see in it yet 
another Insidious attack upon German 
policy. It is a happy coincidence that 
the news should be made public, at 
the timo when Prince Fushimi is tho 
honored guest of King Edward and of 
tho British people. We are sure that 
he understands us well enough to ap- 
preciate the true meaning of the pro- 
tests which have been raised in some 
quarters fgalnst the action of the 
Lord Chamberlain in forbidding the 
performance of a comic opera which 
a special fovorlte with all classes 
of the nation. The Mikado was writ- 
ten years agn before the real Japan 
was known to the outside world, and 
it has become dear to us all. We 
trust that means will lie found to pres- 
erve it for us in some shape. At 
the same time we are con.ldent that 
all sensible and patriotic Englishmen 
must recognize that it would bo im- 
proper and in every way inexpedient 
to run (lie risk of hurting the sus- 
ceptibilities of our allies by continuing 
a performance which might grate up- 
on their most sacred feelings.

Medical Examination of Pupils 

Tho medical examination of pupils In 
the public schools of Halifax, as in other 
cities of the Dominion, is finding very 
general favor. We notice that In Hamil- 
ton, Ontario, ,goo<I results are bespoken 
for it if the parents of each child, In 
whom physical defects or nllmeats arc 
discovered, notified or thene defects or 
ailments, attend to them. Of course the 
parents must decide when, where and In 
what way those defects shall be reme- 
died and the ailments treated. There Is 
certainly nn exception to this. when 
communicable dlseasus iai'o discovered 
and then the official responsibility to ke.s 
precedence of the parental responsibility. 
We recognize that, for It is only thus 
that the board of health has power to 
and does act. 

Br. Cronln, Jn the Review of Reviews, 
writing on this subject, the importance 
of which Is attracting attention every- 
where, says: — "We have shown beyond 
Iieradventure that physical defects exist 
In about sixty percent of the school 
| children In New York; that In most cases 
these defects are remedial by -proper 
treatment, and that tho early discover; 
of these defects is the prime factor In 
the maintenance of the health of the 
school -children and In enabling them to 
pursue their studies. 

"We have shown, furthermore, that 
backward, mentally deflcient and truant 
children can be vastly Improved 1)v the 
early recognition of physical Infirmities 
which uudci'lie their mental or moral de- 
fects, and that by appropriate treatment, 
if applied early enough, we can save 
these children from Illiteracy, from 
drudgery in factories nt small wages, or 
from an almost inevitable criminal car- 
eer. In view of these facts, what can be 
more important than a systematic indi- 
vidual examination of every school child 
at stated periods, and nb'at can bo of 
more lasting benefit than the early np- 
pllcatlon of the proper treatment In all 
eases In which physical defects are 
found ? 

Dr. .('ronln has emphasized the creat 
value of this work, and pointed out what 
results are apparent la working out of 
(he Inspection in New York. It will b» 
Interesting to nolo what percentage of 
pupils require attention in this city.— 
Acadian Recorder.

Tho Invasion of England 

So many people In 'England talk about 
the -.possibility of invasion by a contin- 
ental army the subject naturally attracts 
attention in other countries. And in 
other countries, if Germany be omitted, 
the English uneasiness on this subject Is 
little understood.

Report of Recording Secretary 
Madam President and Ladles: — In 
presenting my report for this our sec- 
ond year of active work-, I must con- 
gratulate the W. A. upon its growth, 
ind express a hope that the coming 
year will show an even larger in- 
crease in members and in useful 
work. 

At the last annual meeting we re- 
ported six. senior branches with a 
membership of 221; 4 Junior branches, 
witli a membership of 10S; total $32!)] 

This year we are glad to he able to 
report 11 senior branches, with a 
membership of 239; 4 girl:;' branches 
with a. membership of 77; 7 junior 
branches, with a membership of ios; 
total 484. 

The new senior brunches are St. 
Paul's, Esquimau, Cowlchan, Lady- 
smith and Chemalnus. The girls' 
branches were in existence last year 
under the name of junior, but owing 
to explanations made by Miss Hal- 
son, the branches in St. Saviour's and 
St. John's became girls' branches, and 
new ones were formed in the Cathe- 
dral and St. Barnabas'. The branches 
in the Cathedral and St. James' re- 
mained junior branches, -nnd new ones 
have been formed at St. Saviour's, at 
Quamichan, Tho Cliffs and Alert Bay. 
It gives us a great deal of pleasure 
and encouragement to have at our 
board meetings representatives from 
the various girls' branches, for we 
see in them the coming workers as 
Officers both on the board and in tho 
senior branches, who will bo ready 
for such responsibility when it comes 
to them. 

Wo have also had with us on a few 
occasions delegates from tho .outlying 
districts, nnd wish' it were possible al- 
ways to have these branches repre- 
sented. We would suggest that each 
branch unablo to send a delegate 
should appoint some In the city to act 
as its representative at each board 
meeting, thus enabling It to keep 
more closely In touch with tho W. A. 
of tho whole diocese. 



During tho year we have received 
one more life member, in the person 
of Miss Ard, made so by the branches 
In St. John's, as a mark of their love 
and appreciation of her faithful work. 
Tills gives us now four life members, 
and wo hope that as the knowledge of 
missionary work spreads, many oth- 
ers will desire to bestow the dignity 
of life membership upon those whom 
they honor, and at tho same time 
contribute towards some pressing 
need in the mission field. 

Tlie monthly board meetings have 
been held as formerly by Invitation 
in tlie different parishes. They have 
been extremely well attended, and at 
them, when our regular business is 
over, we have had the advantage of 
hearing live minute papers upon tho 
subjects of intercession tor the 
month. These have proved of great 
benefit to us all, and we thank those 
ladies who have spent the time and 
troublo upon them. The clergy of 
the various parishes have been most 
kind in assisting us in every way in 
their power, and by giving us short 
addresses when called upon. Tho 
bishop has continued to- bo our most 
kind friend and adviser, and' spares 
no troublo to help us whenever need- 
ed. 

We have not been as fortunate this 
year us last in tlie matter of visitors 
to our board meetings, for, with the 
exception of Miss liaison, who at- 
tended our last annual', tlie board I 
have had tlie pleasure of hearing only | 
Archdeacon Collison from Caledonia, 
who gave us an address on his work 
last September. This want, however, 
has been largely satlslled by the 
study class, a plan Tor mission study 
propounded last September by our 
president, and from which every 
member has benefited greatly. Tin' 
papers published monthly should be 
read by every member, and especial- 
ly by those who are unable to attend 
the regular meetings. Tlie objects of 
tho W. A., I.' e. to awaken missionary 
zeal among the church women of the 
diocese, to diffuse missionary Intelli- 
gence, should never be forgotten. 
Therefore when one hears of a 
branch, Jlke tlie St. Barnabas' girls' 
branch being formed with these as 
its primary objects, one's heart re- 
joices, for from knowledge of the 
work must necessarily follow earnest 
prayer for.it, and, money to help in its 
extension, as well as an increase in 
the Dorcas work. 

In June last, when it was found 
possible to extend the W. A. by the 
creation of now branches tlie need 
of somo ono to visit the different 
parishes and explain the workings of 
the W. A. was strongly felt, and a 
new office, Unit of organizing sccre- 
tary, was created. Miss Ard has ful- 
filled tho duties of this office with 
untiring zeal, and we owe to her en- 
orgy the creation of branches at Che- 
mainus, Ladysmith and Cowlchan, as 
well as the boys' branches of which 
you will hear elsewere. It is witli 
great regret that we accept her resig- 
nation, caused oy her removal to 
England, and we trust tl.it th 
be found some one to carry on suc- 
cessfully tlie work which Miss Ard 
has so well begun. We wisli her God 
speed on her Journey and His bless- 
ing and favor in whatever new work 
she may undertake. 

The literature committee is to be 
congratulated upon its work this. year. 
Under its aide management the li- 
brary has grown from a few volumes 
to many; a table is provided at all 
board meetings from which mission- 
ary literature may bo obtained and we 
trust each branch is making good and 
wise use of this help, From this 
committee an appeal, sanctioned by 
the bishop, for a native assistant to 
Mr. Grundy was sent to the general 
board. Whether tho need seems urg- 
ent enough for the W. A. as a whole 
to assist, wo have not yet learned, but 
tho committee certainly is trying to 
carry out the aims of the W. A-. 

Unfortunately I was absent from the 
city at tlie time of tho thanksgiving 
service, April 17, but from all sides 
I havo heard that tho corporate com- 
munion, the addresses and services 
generally wore greatly uplifting and 
helpful. It certainly is n matter of 
rejoicing that we in this far west 
were able to Join with the W. A. of 
all Canada in this service, and as with 
one voice to pray one mission prayer, 
"That God would grant Mis blessing 
upon our endeavorfc to aid and en- 
courage 'missionaries. " 

At the meeting in November It was 
resolved that, reports • of ; the branches 
should bo read quarterly Instead of 
monthly. This has' proved very .sat- 
isfactory as It greatly simplifies the 
work of the secretaries. We have 
boon exceedingly fortunate this vear 
In having a large Increase . In the 
number of subscribers to the Leaflet, 
as tho report of the Leaflet, secretary 
will show. 
In conclusion, let mo call your at- 
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We have pleasure in announcing the arrival of a 
splendid assortment of NEW MILLINERY from London 
and Paris, received by express on the 23rd, which will be 
displayed on Saturday.

$0 toward Jewish mission in Mon- 
treal; also $50 towards the diocesan 
pledge, which with $50 already in 
hand, would make up tlie $100 desired 
by Mr. Antle for the installation of 
tho electric light plant on tho SS. 
Columbia, Prom your treasurer's re- 
port you have seen that these pledges 
have been fully met. Next year we 
are likely to be asked for more, as 
expenses of living everywhere are in- 
creasing and salaries must be raised 
If we would keep our missionaries in 
the field. Lust year ' we gave to- 
wards general pledges $19; this year 
$1U0, Can we not Increase the 
amount) next year and still be able to 
meet tho appeals from our own dio- 
cese?

Ard of $25 also had to bo voted upon. 
Miss Ard desired that It should bo 
sent either to assist with the deacon- 
ess' work in Saskatchewan or to as- 
sist tlie church to be built near Ver- 
million, of which Mr. Harold Edwards 
Is to take charge. Upon being put 
to the vote it was decided to send the 
money to the latter object. 

The question of general pledges 
arose, and upon motion of Mrs. Aver- 
ill, seconded by Miss Sill, it was re- 
solved that lust year's pledges should 
bo renewed, and that the donation to 
the mission to Jows should be $25 in- 
stead of $5. 

In reply to a letter from Miss Hall 
re Chinese assistant to Mr. Grundy, 
It was resolved upon motion of Mrs. 
Clarke, seconded by Miss Turner, that 
if the general board agreed to the re- 
quest the diocese would pledge Itself 
to pay $100 of the salary. 

Mrs. Perrln, tho president, here pre- 
sented Miss Ard, tho retiring organ- 
izing secretary, in tho name of the 
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members, with a nugget brooch as a 
small remembrance from B. C. and a 
token of tho appreciation of her fel- 
low workers. Miss Ard responded in 
a few words. 

Thu Lord Bishop of the diocese then 
took the chair, and the election of of- 
ficers for the coming year took place 
with the following results: 

President, Mrs. Perrln; first vice- 
president, Mrs. Luxton; second vice- 
president, Mrs. Miller; treasurer, Mrs. 
Wollaston; recording secretary, Mrs. 
Clarke; corresponding secretary, Mrs. 
Cooper; Dorcas secretary, Mrs. Ills- 
locks; Leaflet secretary, Miss Sill; 
literature secretary, Mrs. Toller; C. 
C. M. literature secretary, M'iss Rich- 
ardson; organizing secretary, Miss 
Turner; editor Leaflet, Mrs. Clarke. 

Mrs. C. C. Owen, of Vancouver, 
read an Interesting paper, telling of 
tlie formation and growth of the W. 
A. in Canada and giving many words 
of encouragement and advice. 

After singing of hymn, "The Love of 
Christ Uonstralneth," votes of thanks 
were passed to Mr. and Mrs. C. C. 
Owen, Mr. Bernays, Mr. Sllva White

rln for their great kindness and hos- 
pitality, not only on the day of the 
annual meeting, but at all times. 

Miss Ard spoke of the illness of 
two of tlie members of the board, 
Mrs. Burns, of St. John's branch, and 
tho president of St. Michael's branch, 
and asked that flowers be sent to 
them. 

Upon motion of Mrs. Clarke, sec- 
onded by Miss Moore, it was resolved 
that rule 10 should ' be withdrawn 
from tlie Junior constitution. 

The bishop gave a short address 
telling briefly of the work done by 
tlie W. A. and of the benefit it had 
been to the diocese, after which the 
doxology was sung and the meeting 
adjourned. 

In the evening a pleasant time was 
spent at Bishopscloso, whero tho dele- 
gates and their friends enjoyed the 
hospitality of Bishop and Mrs. Per- 
rln.

TO IMPROVE CATTLE 

OF THIS PROVINCE 



Inspectors Return After Establishing 
Cow Testing Associations in 
Many Places 



Saturday, May 25, 1907. 





V. M. Logan and Dr. Tolmie, tho 
former dairy inspector and the latter 
veterinary Inspector, returned to Vic- 
toria yesterday from the Fraser river 
valley, where they have been holding 
farmers' institute meetings and or- 
ganize judging schools. 

"During the past two or three 
weeks," said Mr. Logan, "we have 
been ongaged in forming cow-testing 
associations. These have been formed 
with the idea of having' the quality 
and amount of mljk given by the 
cows of tho districts tested, weighed 
and results recorded, so that with the 
record kept of the tests the farmers, 
at the end of the year, may know just 
how much milk and butter each cow 
liaj produced. By this means also 
they will be. enabled to weed out their 
stock and improve the herds of the 
district. 

Associations have been formed in 
Chllllwack, SardlS, Ladrior, Lulu Is- 
land and Duncan, with a total of 
about 2,200 cows on the lists. The Do- 
minion government has authorized me 
to appoint a man to visit the different 
districts to test the samples sub- 
mitted each month. Farmers are tak- 
ing a deep interest in tho work, and 
it is hoped, in this way, that tho 
herds of the province will be im- 
proved."

NIGHT IN THE PARIS SLUMS 

As it grows later the streets fill; 
women come out; tho beggars come 
homo from the boulevards; from, fur- 
ther away — from the suburbs and out- 
skirts — come the little men who have 
made a coup, emptied a pocket or a 
villa; "La Boule" has finished his 
oysters, and we begin our night jour- 
ney. As we turn into tho Rue Pirou- 
ette the lighted belfry of St. Eustachc 
gives the hour, midnight. That street 
is dark. You can hardly make out 
tho figures that pass, men or women. 
The air is heavy with tho odors of 
fish, of decaying vegetables — underfoot 
the pavement is glu?y with dead 
tilings; your boots crunch on snail 
shells. At No. 5 there is a low arch- 
way; it leads to the Cour du Ileaume, 
a vast court, surrounded hy 
a gallery sot on pillars of wood; five 
centuries ago it was a sumptuous pal- 
ace — this moldy building; then a 
"Court of Miracles"; this night it is 
filled with empty hand carts, with lad- 
ders, baskets, the refuse of tho mar- 
kets; only against one wall it half- 
dozen old hags lie huddled — sleeping 
away the hours until they can linil 
work at the markets. Further on, the 
Ruo Pirouette Is lighter. Women 
stand In tho doorways — tho eternal 
women of the underworld. They of- 
fer you tho effrontery of their eyes. 

They wear no hats, these women; 
the glory of each of them is her huge 
casque of hair, yellow, red or black — 
built high on the head. 

The "little men" in the wine shops 
lock out as we pass, "La Boule" and 
T; they are drinking absinthe, playing 
cards, eating snails; in >st of ih<.]n 
are young; they arc sallow and lean 
and wicked; it is in their horoscope 
to die in a jail or under the guillo- 
tine or In a wild brawl of knives. Wo 
shall meet them young in tho "Angel 
Gabriel," in the "Cave of tho inno- 
cents," and many another den tonight; 
and they are worth studying — these 
bandits of Paris. From, without the 
"Angel Gabriel" is as banal as any 
other of the dirty wine shops of the 
town. And, indood, unless one Is an 
old Parisian, given to slumming, there 
Is no way of telling tho peaceful tav- 
ern from the den of murder and spoil. 
—Vance Thompson, In Outing Maga- 
zine. 
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Boston Transcript says. The cars 
most in favor among Australian mot- 
orists appear to be strong and speedy 
vehicles costing about $1,000. Tho 
Federal postmaster general, while 
visiting in Europe In connection with 
the International Postal congress, be- 
came acquainted with the manner in 
which Great Britain, France, Italy and 
other countries were making an in- 
creased use of motor traction. J-Ie 
visited the principle works in London, 
Glasgow, Paris, and elsewhere, and 
returned to Australia strongly im- 
pressed with the possibility of motor 
conveyances in the commonwealth, 
one of his first acts being to ascertain 
how far the motor car could be used 
as a means of clearing pillar letter 
boxes in the largo centres of popula- 
tion. 

Ho states that in all tho experi- 
ments made by tho federal and state 
departments tho primary mistake has 
consisted in regarding speed, rather 
than utility, as the great recommend- 
ation. He has hinted that the federal 
postal administration will have to 
make an extensive use of the motor 
car for postal purposes in spite of 
the opposition displayed by the var- 
ious railway departments. 

Tho idea is that cars running at 
about fifteen miles an hour, carrying 
passengers and freight, might be em- 
ployed in tho rural districts, the 
profits assisting in defraying tho cost 
and thus preparing tho way for the 
Introduction of the penny postage 
system, not only throughout the com- 
monwealth, but also with Great Bri- 
tain. 

1£ practical effect were given to the 
idea, an Immense number of motor 
cars would bo required, there being 
several thousand railway stations, not 
to mention sea and riverside ports, 
between ow.hich they could travel. At 



present, however, there are few, if any 
motor cars other than those used for 
private purposes in the common- 
wealth. As a rule, the roads are fav- 
orablo for motor traction, and when 
they aro not they could be speedily 
put in order by the local authorities. 
, Traction cars would bo found useful 
on pastoral stations, where supplies 
are frequently conveyed by bullock 
teams, travelling at a small, pace and 
occupying several days in tho journey. 
If a few leading manufacturers would 
bestir themselves in tho work of in- 
troducing motor cars for other than 
pleasure purposes they would have an 
enormous field open to them. It is not 
improbable that American firms will 
bo speedily in tho field, several agentd 
being already engaged In investigat- 
ing the prospects of tho approaching 
trade.

and then the now steamer, which was 
I the first commercial ' craft to bo 
equipped witli wireless telegraphic ap- 
paratus on tills coast, will bo run be- 
tween Seattle and Victoria and San 
Francisco, and tho live-day service 
resumed. Capt. N. F. Cousins, t'orm- 
erlv master of tho steamer Queen, is 
to have command of tho Sonoma and 
has gone to San Francisco to take 
charge of the liner, which sails from 
the Golden Gate for Victoria and Se- 
attle on June 4th. (.'apt. Cousins has 
been given command of the steamer 
Governor, now being built at Philadel- 
phia for tho company. The Governor 
is of similar model to the President, 
but is a twin-screw, whereas tho 
President has only one screw. 

Tho steamer Queen will not come 
north to take the Alaskan excursion 
run this summer, as had been intend- 
ed.

LINERS IN RACE. 

Interest at Soattle in Trip of Steam- 
ers Bollorophon and Min- 
nesota. 

Steamers Bellerophon and Minne- 
sota left Yokohama yesterday, the 
former for Victoria and Tacoma, tho 
latter for Seattle direct, and the Se- 
attle Post-Intelligencer says keen n- 
interest is being displayed by shipping 
men of the Sound port as to the out- 
come of a race between these two 
vessels. The Post-Intelligencer says: 
"Record time is expected to be made 
by these two ships on their trip 
across tho Pacific, as they are likelj 
to bo pushed for all there is in them 
The .Minnesota is under command oi 
Capt. Austin and the Bellerophon un- 
der Capt. Hurtlettf Both men are well 
known' here. Capt. Austin has been 
master of tho Minnesota lor the last 
two trips, succeeding Capt. Kinder, 
who resigned and went with the 1 a- 
clllc Coast Steamship Company. 
Capt. Bartlett has been in' this port 
several times, coming here as master 
of the Blue Funnel liner Oanfa on 
that vessel's first voyage to the Sound, 
later bringing the Bellerophon to the 
Sound on her first voyage. This is 
the first time that vessels of this size 
have attempted a race across the Pa- 
cific, bound for the Sound. Odds are 
given on the Minnesota, although the 
BelleroDhone Is supposed to bo ca- 
pable of making between fifteen and 
sixteen knots when pushed." 

Local shipping men look upon this 
as humorous. Tho steamer Bellero- 
phon when last hero crossed the Pa- 
cific in twelve days, while tho Minne- 
sota has never crossed in less than 
fourteen. 



AUSTRALIAN MAIL LINE 

Sailings for New Freight Service to 
Antipodes Announced 

Steamer Forcrlo, of the Voir fleet, 
will inaugurate the new freight sor- 
vico being organized to operate be- 
tween Tacoma, via British Columbia 
ports and San Francisco to Australia 
and New Zealand.

FOR THE NORTH 

Moro Machinery Will Bo Shipped This 
Year Than Formerly 

More mining machinery will go 
north this spring than has been sent 
for several years past. Between 30 
and 40 miles of piping will go to 
Dawson for use on the various hy- 
draulic mines around the town. Much 
of the stuff is shipped to W r hitehorsc, 
where it is held, awaiting tho open- 
ing of navigation. Most of tho ma- 
chinery that will go nortli this year 
is for hydraulic plant.!. Kotzebue 
Sound is getting moro this season 
than ever before. The Sosnon com- 
pany is also shipping large, quantities 
of coal to points around Kotzebue. 

CHINESE TROUBLESOME. 

Those on Steamer Maori King Riot on 
Arrival From tho Orient. 

A despatch from Guaymas says 
great excitement occurred there when 
Chinese from the British steamer 
Maori King attempted to land in de- 
fiance of tho Mexican quarantine offi- 
cers. The steamer arrived In port a 
few days ago, carrying 1,200 Chinese 
and 300 Russians, who are to work on 
Harrlman's railway extension. Ac- 
cording to the regulations of tho port 
the vessel will bo held in quarantine. 

After a time the Chinese became 
turbulent. Thev organized and took 
possession of the steamer's launches 
and boats, and going over the sides 
in hordes made for tho shore. The 
captain of the steamer signaled to tho 
shore for the gunboat Democrata. Tho 
lighthouse tender Mazatlan responded 
ami tho Chinese put back to tho 
steamer. These same Chinese took 
part In a riot, when the steamer was 
crossing tho Pacific. 



SEALS PLENTIFUL 

f in Straits of Magellan, According to 
Mariners Who Recently Ar- 
rived From South. 

\ Tho fact that tho seal in the Straits 
'■■of Magellan have become compara- 
tively plentiful Is remarked by all ship 
officers who have been through that 
body of water. Robert F. Lewis, sec- 
ond olllcer of tho steamship President, 
who has been through tho straits nine 
times, asserts that on each trip he has 
noticed the increasing number of 
seals*. Mr. Lewis has nlso had exper- 
ience as a northern sealer, and be- 
lieves that the seals now being caught 
uround tho Straits of Magellan aro 
identical with those caught in the 
Behring sea.

FEW FIXTURES MADE 

Owners Fear Lack of Return Charters 
From Pacific Coast 

According to local shipping men 
who watch closely the European char- 
ter market, there Is a decided disin- 
clination to fix vessels for this coast 
at present. "Wo have orders for sev- 
eral cargoes for the Sound from 
European ports and cannot fix ships 
for them," said u prominent Shipping 
agent. "The owners of sailing ves- 
sels seem to figure that as there is a 
short grain crop in the Middle West 
the shortage will have to bo mado 
good from the producing states of 
tho coast, and that there will be no 
grain to export from here, and hence 
no opportunity for homeward char- 
ters. There are lots of vessels in 
tho European ports and many othcrg 
en route— just as many as usual. But 
there are not as many being fixed 
to come this way." 

A dispatch from Portland, review- 
ing the' matter says: 

"Fearing that most of next sea- 
son's export wheat on the Pacific 
coast will he .sent to the eastern 
states on account of high prices in 
that flection, it is said shipowners of 
Europo aro not inclined to send their 
tonnage in this direction. If they 
do allow their ships to come to tho 
Pacific coast local shippers say they 
wdll demand such high freight rates 
from Europe that there will bo very 
little profit in tho Importing busi- 
ness. For a month the charter rales 
for ships from Europo to tho Pacific 
coast ports has been in the nelgh-

CHINESE FOR NOME 

Tho Lyra to Retain Celestial Seamen 
in Her New Business 

A Chinese crew for the Nome trado 
will be carried by tho steamship Lyra 
when It sails for tho north. Tho 
vessel is to retain tho crew, and af- 
ter making one run to Nome will re- 
turn to tho Oriental trado. This will 
bo tho first time in tho history, of 
Nome shipping that a Chinese crew 
will have gone out on a steamship. 

Although tho Chinamen are good 
fairweather sailors, like the Malays, 
there Is somo speculation among tho 
seafaring men as to how they Will 
stand tho cold weather of tho Bering 
sea. Tho Ice will scarcely be gone 
from tho vicinity of Nome when the 
ships arrive there and the weather 
will bo still very cold. 

The Chinese, according to all ship 
captains, make excellent sailors so 
long as tho ships aro kept in a warm 
climate, where the crew can live prac- 
tically on the deck. In cold weather, 
however, they prove of little use. 

Tho Chinese exclusion law prevents 
their entrance to United States for 
service on coastwise vessels. The 
average pay of Chinese sallprs is 
about SS a month, while on the 'coast- 
wise trade the sailors In this country 
aro paid $50, and also receive over- 
time. 

The Lyra wdll go from Seattle fl~l 
Vancouver and from there to Nome. 
Tho Hyades and Pleiades, however, 
are to remain in the Nome trado 
throughout tho season. These vessels 
will make four trips north this season, 
according to tho present plans of their 
charterers. 



CAPTAIN IS MISSING 

Master of tho Bark Scrvia Has Dis- 
appeared Under Strange Cir- 
cumstances 

Captain Behrensen,. master of the 
San Francisco bark Scrvia, now load- 
ing cannery supplies at Bclllngham 
for Alaska, has mysteriously disap- 
peared, likewise $1,700 cash from tho 
ship's safe, says a Seattlo dispatch. 
Following his dlsappearanco last Mon- 
day tho crew got drunk and looted 
the ships stores. Reports and theories 
differ as to the causo of Capt Behren- 
sen's absence from his ship. Some be- 
lieve ho has been drowned or mot 
with foul play and others that ho 
squandered tho money drinking and 
gambling and then took flight. His 
homo Is in San Francisco and some of 
tho local marine men think he has re- 
turned to that city to straighten up 
his affairs. 

According to the first mate, the 
captain became infatuated with a wo- 
man whom ho met at Nanaimo, B.C., 
where tho Servia lay for two weeks 
longer than she should have, and it 
is believed that he .has headed for 
there. Tho first mate says ho saw 
the captain packing his grip Sunday 
and that bo waited to prevent him 
from leaving. He declares the skipper 
evaded him by going '"over tho stern 
liko a cabin boy." 

The sheriff has been Instructed to 
look for the missing mariner, as the 
offense with which ho Is charged Is 
a serious one and ho can be prosecut- 
ed. The vessel arrived in Bclllngham 
throe weeks late, and is now loading 
on demurrage owing to the delay oc- 
casioned by the captain's neglect 
while In port. 

FOR AUSTRALIA 

Steamer Manuka Sailed Last Night 
for the Antipodes 

Steamer Manuka, of the Canadian- 
Australian line, sailed last night from 
the ocean dock with a large cargo, 
Including shipments brought from 
San Francisco by the steamers Mon- 
tara, Spokane and City of Puebla. On 
her last trip the Spokane brought 
north over $35,000 worth of ship- 
ments, including coffee, canned and 
dried fruits, and. a miscellaneous col- 
lection of freight for Australian 
ports, New Zealand, FIJI Islands, Sa- 
moa and South Africa. Tho City of 
Puebla brought a similar amount of 
freight from California and the Mon- 
tara brought cargo valued at over 
?50,000 for the Manuka. This freight 
was brought north In consequence of 
tho abandonment of the Oceanic lino 
from San Francisco to the Antipodes. 
There was also a large amount of 
general freight from British Columbia 
and eastern Canada, Including ma- 
chinery. 
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SANDOWN FOR JAPAN 

Bringing Hardwood Ties for Guay- 
mas for Otaru 

Steamer Sandown, one of Watts, 
Watts & company's freighters reached 
port yesterday morning with a cargo 
of hardwood railway tics from Otaru, 
North Japan, for Guaymas. The 
steamer called hero on her way to 
Comox for bunker coal and while hero 
the captain's wile, who recently ar- 
rived from England, was taken on 
board. Tho Sandown will proceed 
from Comox to tho Mexican port to 
which her cargo is consigned. 



WEEK WITHOUT FOOD. 

Two Brothers Loot Off Alaskan Coa3t 
Pickod Up Crazed With 
Exposure. 

After drifting for a week off the 
coast of southeastern Alaska in a dis- 
abled launch, W. L. an'd O. K. Ball, 
brothers, wero picked up by the 
launch Flirt on Thursday and landed 
at Vuldcz, Alaska. Crazed from hun- 
ger and exposure, the men collapsed 
when taken on board. 

Tho brothers joined In the mad rush 
last week to Knight's island, when 
tho copper strike was made. They 
attempted to make the run of sixty 
miles from hero In an open launch. 
Before they had gone very far tho 
machinery broke and they wero help- 
less, as they had brought along no 
ours or sail. They started to drift out 
to open sea, but a heavy inshore wind 
came tip and carried them back to- 
ward Knight's Island. 

For six days tho men scanned the 
son. for tho sign of an approaching 
vessel. None came, and tho mon 
drifted about, waiting for death by 
starvation, when the; launch Flirt, 
which had joined tho searching par- 
ties, sighted the helpless oraft near 
Drier bay. They Immediately picked 
up tho mon and brought them here, 
where thev are recuperating from the 
week of nor vo- racking exposure. 



First Japerrse Ambassador to 

the United States 
Coming 



Seattle, May 24. — Viscount Sluzo 
Aokl, Japanese ambassador to tho 
United States, is coining to Seattlo on 
an Inspection tour of the Paclllc coast. 
Ho is expected to arrive in about two 
weeks, but ho may como about tho 
same time as tho Kurokl party, on 
Its return from tho Jamestown ex- 
position. 

This Is the news brought by C. 'P. 
Takahashi, vice president of the Ori- 
ental Trading Company, who arrived 
In Seattlo yesterday morning after 
just a month's absence in tho cast. 
Mr. Takahashi went to Washington to 
report to the ambassador on the feel- 
ing of tho northwest toward tho Jap- 
anese, lie visited Washington, tho 
Jamestown exposition, New York and 
Boston. 

Viscount Aokl's mission to tho coast 
is partly to determine by a personal 
visit tho extent and character of tho 
anti-Japanese agitation that was re- 
sponsible for tho recent action of tho 
San Francisco school board. After 
visiting Seattlo the ambassador will 
go through Portland on Ills way 'to 
San Francisco. Mr. Takahashi thinks 
tho ambassador will be In Seattlo only 
a. few days. Ho has not yet been In- 
formed as to tho exact dato tho vis- 
count will arrive here. 

Discussing ills trip to Washington, 
Mr. Takahashi said yesterday: "My 
mission was to report on tho feeling 
of the northwest toward the Japanese. 
At the same time, a representative 
from San Francisco was In conference 
with the ambassador at Washington. 
I reported that tho northwest does 
not look upon the Japaneso as San 
Francisco and California did; that so 
far as I could ascertain the agitation 
was confined to California. 

The entire country, outside of Cali- 
fornia, seems to be on tho best of 
terms with tho Japanese. I visited 
tho Atlantic seaboard, stopping at 
New York and Boston, and there wore 
no evidences of anti-Japanese feeling 
anywhere. 

"While In Washington 1 talked with 
President Roosevelt on tho samo 
question, and there were no evidences 
of antl-Japaneso feeling anywhere. 

"Tho ambassador will bo in Seattle 
In a few days, though 1 don't know 
exactly when, lie probably will not 
stay moro than two or three days. 
His visit may como at the samo tlmo 
as Gen. ICurokl's return." 

Viscount Aokl Is the first ambassa- 
dor from Japan to the United States. 
Ho was appointed in 1905, succeeding 
Minister Takahira. Iio is tho first 
representative of any Oriental coun- 
try who has over hold tho rank of am- 
bassador at the national capital, and 
his recognition was tho formal ack- 
nowledgment by the American gov- 
ernment of tho fact that Japan is 
now a world power. 

Viscount Aokl is about fi.1 years old, 
was educated in Germany and is us- 
ually called a representative of. "the 
new Japan." When" 31 years old ho 
was appointed minister to Germany, 
and was an active member of the first 
Hague conference, representing Japan 

Local Japanese will arrange a re- 
ception or ceremony of some sort In 
honor of the ambassador's coming, 
says Mr. Takahashi.

Old System of illegality Quails 
Before the Light of 
Progress , 



New Ha von, Conn., ' May ' Sec- 
retary of State lailliu Rout, taking as 
Ills specific topic, "The Outlook," de- 
livered the fourth and last In the .sc- 
ries of Dodge lectures at Yale on "The 
Responsibilities bt Citizenship." Sec- 
retary Tall, who was here for the 
Yule corporation meeting;, W as an In- 
terested uPec.ta.tor. Mr. Hoot said: 

"lit the whole Held of popular gov- 
ernment, 1 tun convinced that one of 
the plainest duties of Citizenship is 
hopefulness, and that pessimism is 
criminal weakness. 

"The objectionable railroad practices 
which are now so widely, and justly 
condemned, and which furnish so fer- 
tile 11 source of political discussion, 
arc riot new practices; thoy are old 
practices, which formerly pa.-sed in 
silence. The railroad rebates which 
arc now forbidden by law, and for 
Which great corporations are being in- 
dicted and convicted, are merely a 
form of discriminatory rates which 
once prevailed without objection. It 
was by giving special rates that rail- 
road companies Induced people to 
build factories and packing housos and 
elevators and u great variety of other 
business enterprises along the lines of 
their road; chat was the way they 
built up their business. 

Standard Now Is Higher 
"in recent years, however, the peo- 
ple of the country have come lo an 
appreciation of tho Idea that these 
great public agencies can not git-.' 
special rates tu some men without do- 
ing injustice to others, and Hint the 
common right of the people demands 
equality or facility and of cost In 
transportation, which tiie railroads 
are bound to furnish, and condemns 
special privileges to one as against 
the other. The lesson of till tins i" 
that the prosecution and convictions 
for violations of the anti-rebate law 
are not evidence that we arc growing 
worse, but evidence that we are grow- 
ing better; that our government Is 
applying it higher standard of justl6c 
In the control of public utilities, 

"The same Is true of the manage- 
ment of corporations and the manipu- 
lation of securities, to which attention 
has been called sharply by tho testi- 
mony before tho interstate commerce 
commission regarding the, organization 
of the Chicago & Alton railroad. Thir- 
ty or forty years ago, when tho man- 
agement of the Erie railroad and the 
Atlantic <t Great Western and the 
Union Pacific railroads attracted irfuch 
attention, the things done by corpora 
Hon managers were so much wors 
that the Chicago & Alton affair would 
not have received any attention at all. 
Tho railroad wrecker was n common 
type of railroad manager. Since then 
a higher standard is asserting itself. 
It is perfectly safe to assert that the 
standard or probity and fidelity among 
tho corporation managers of tho coun- 
try is higher now than it has ever 
been before. 
Moral!, Triumph Ovor Land Frauds 
"The prosecutions which the depart- 
ments of tiie interior and justice have 
been conducting against the land 
thieves in the West have awakened 
intense indignation among the defend- 
ants and their friends, because the 
wrong was so inveterate that they 
had come to look upon it as a right. 
When the officers of the law presented 
and effected the novel Idea that it was 
as dishonest to deprive the govern- 
ment of its land Illegally as to de- 
prive an individual of his land illegal- 
ly, it seemed a cruel injustice. There 
was simply a little advance of Un- 
moral standard which gave life to 
laws that had been dead before. 

"The facilities of transportation and 
communication which enable modern 
business to spread over a great ex- 
panse of territory have made it pos- 
sible for so-called trusts and combin- 
ations to be made for the purpose of 



driving oul competitors, restricting 
production and Increasing price's. On 
tho other hand, labor organization, de- 
signed for the just purpose of secur- 
ing fair treatment as to employment, 
wages and hours arid conditions at 
work, are' on their part endeavoring 
lo put up the prices, restrict produc- 
tion and drive out competition by 
sti'ingent rules which prohibit any. 
member from doing more .than a spe- 
Cltied amount of work each day under 
penalty of expulsion, and which pro- 
hibited the employment of any one 
not a member of the union under 
penalty of a strike. 

All Incidents in Adjustment 
"All of these things are but Inci- 
dents of tin: process of adjustment in 
Hie division of the new wealth. Our 
popular government Is dealing with 
them assiduously by awakened public 
opinion, gradually crystallized into 
laws adapted to meet the new condi- 
tions. 

"There is occasionally undue excite- 
ment, but it Is temporary, and when 
it Is seen to approach tho verge of de- 
structive action, it is promptly calmed 
and restrained by the sober judgment 
of the people. Tiie secretary of com- 
merce and labor informs me that 
within the last dozen years the per- 
centage of Socialists in the labor or- 
ganizations of the United Slates has 
decreased from 33 to about S per cent. 
In considering the efficiency of demo- 
cratic Institutions we must remember 
the millions of immigrants who have 
come to us. The vast mass id' our im- 
migrants come from countries in 
which there was lint little political 
training or development among (lie 
people .and they have had to bo edu- 
cated in mind and in character for 
self-government."

Motorman John 
Brooks and Conductor Barry Hurst, 
the strike breaking crew operating 
tho car, were badly beaten, and they 
sustained injuries necessitating their 
removal to the Central Emergency 
hospital, 

'I'lie two strike breakers might have 
suffered even worse at the hands of 
the mob had they not been rescued 
by the timely arrival of twenty in- 
spectors from the ear barns at Tenth 
and Bryant streets. The car was al- 
most completely demolished. 

The trucks for two blocks on Bry- 
ant street, near Twenty-Second, were 
covered with cobblestones, barrels, 
lumber and other debris, making it 
impossible for the car to pass, while 
in another block on the same street 
deep excavations bad been made un- 
der the tracks.

The loe.al Molders' Union, as well 
as organized labor generally, is skep- 
tical about the assertion of tho 
foundrymen that sufficient non-union 
labor can ie> broughl to the coast to 
destroy the effect of the strike. Labor 
men declare that all workers In the 
iron industry in the east find plonty 
of work there, and will not lend them- 
selves to the uncertainly of employ- 
ment coining as ;lic result of a 
walkout. 



THE GRANBY MINES 



Some Speculation as to Attitude of 
Company Towards Employees 

Grand Porks, MJay 22. — A consider- 
able amount of speculation exists here 
now as to what action the directorate 
of tho Granby company will take with 
reference to allowing its employees 
tho requested 1 - $3 per day for eight 
hours' work. A prominent mining 
man arriving here today from Green- 
wood states that the general feeling 
there and also in other Boundary 
towns is that the men should be al- 
lowed the desired advance in wages 
owing to the fact that any work 
about a smelting plant ranks amongst 
tile J J most hazardous of classes of 
work available, owing to the gasscs 
and smoke, as well as tho continual 
danger of bodily injury to any one 
employed on the works. From the 
latest Information to hand it is more 
than likely that when the ■ Granby 
smelter blows in its furnaces in a few 
days' time, tho lowest wages on the 
payroll will be $3 for a day of eight 
hours' work, as the Granby company, 
heretofore noted for its liberality to- 
wards its employees, is not likely to 
be tho first of the Boundary smelters 
to refuse the small increase asked for, 
especially when tho price of copper is 
ranging between 20 and 20 cents per. 
pound. 



A PECULIAR SUIT 

Mr. Justice Riddell at Toronto has 
given judgment In tho case of Bowlns 
vs. Home Bank of Canada in an ac- 
tion tried without a jury at Lindsay. 
Action for the return of certain prom- 
issory notes given by plaintiff at Can- 
nington to defendants under circum- 
stances which, as plaintiff alleged, 
rendered them invalid. Plaintiff's 
brother had forged signatures to a 
note or notes, and plaintiff alleged 
that he was Induced by certain repre- 
sentations made to him to make the 
notes now in question, in order to save 
his brother from prosecution, and ho 
charged duress and misrepresentations 
and that tho notes were given to stifle 
a prosecution, and illegal considera- 
tion. Held, following Williams vs. 
Bayley, 4 Giff, 638 L. R. I. H. L. 100, 
that the transaction was illegal and 
void. Plaintiff and defendants were 
equally guilty of a great moral wrong. 
Judgment for plaintiff for return of 
notes without costs. 



SEPTIC TANK NOT A SUCCESS 

Vancouver, B.C., May — City En- 
gineer Clement has come to the con- 
clusion that the city of Vancouver 
has outgrown ilie septic; tank system 
of sewerage. Flvo years ago, Col. 
Tracy, then city engineer, made de- 
tailed experiments which resulted In 
the installation of a dozen tanks in 
different parts of the city. Since that 
time these have handled tho bulk of 
the thickly peopled sectloiid. 

But after a year of uso tho tanlcs 
appear to become clogged and tho 
largest one in use in Vancouver Is 
now a menace to the English Bay 
bathing beach and the nearby com- 
munity. Health Inspector Underbill 
and the city engineer are now en- 
gaged in making surveys of tho Nar- 
rows to determine, whether it will not 
be possible to discharge sewage into 
the sea.

Employers at Golden Gate Considering 
"Open Shop" 

San Francisco, May 22.— (Special 
correspondence)— The precipitation of 
a fearful industrial struggle in this 
city by throwing down the gauntlet to 
thousands of men engaged in the 
building trades of this city in the 
work of rehabilitating San Francisco 
hung in the balance this afternoon at 
a meeting of the principal builders 
and contractors and representatives of 
the manufacturers. Several speaker 
declared that the only solution of tho 
continual industrial strife and labor 
troubles in San Francisco was tho 
"open shop," and urged immediate war 
on ill,- unions and a. "light to the fin- 
ish without quarter," by the cessation 
jot all building operation.", until the 
j employees would be glad to return to 
: Work al wages: that builders could pay 
without loss to themselves. 
! Agitators and the exorbitant de- 
mand of the unions, it was asserted, 
were the cause for the present condi- 
tions in San Francisco, and the only 
way to secure industrial peace was to 

break Hie "backbo if unionism." 

Other speakers w ith equal vigor op- 
posed such radical action, urging more 
conciliatory tactics in dealing with 
I he situation, pleaded for the rights of 
labor organizations and pointed out 
the possible results of such a tremen- 
dous struggle bet we. ni capital and la- 
bor. The conservatives finally won 
and succeeded in having a resolution 
adopted railing lor the appointment of 
| a committee of live representing the 
builders and contractors to confer 
with tii" unions with a, view of secur- 
ing peace for a t len -t one year. 

Tho meeting was tho outcome of 
persistent rumors that some of the 
building craftsmen were on the point 
of demanding further Increases in 
wages. President S. II. Kent of the 
builders' exchange presided. 

IT. I ,. Postlel hwalte, president of t ho 
Holmes I. hue company, led lho light 
against the unions, and moved that a 
committee of throe be appointed to aid 
Patrick Calhoun, president of tho 
United Railroads, in his light against 
the striking carmen. Posllethwalto 
waged a general war on unionism. 

President Kent opposed a general 
lockout and declared that tin? builders 
and contractors must not appear be- 
fore the imions in the role of enemies, 
but io reason with them and show 
them the folly of their action. 

.1. W. Kerr explained the position of 
the Metal Trade's association In its 
present fight with the iron trades 
council, in which aboul S.000 men are 
Involved. 

W, B, Anderson of the builders' as- 
sociation, said: "The goose that lays 
the golden eggs is plucked today. Not 
a feather remains to be picked." 



TAKE OVER TIP TOP MINE. 

Bondholders Are Satisfied With Prop* 
erty and Exercise Rights. 

Greenwood, B.C., May 21. — A few 
months ago the Tip . Top, cast of town, 
was bonded by a local syndicate at a 
figure reported to be 510,000. 

During- tho winter development has 
been carried on on the property and at 
the bottom of the 75-foot shaft tho 
vein is 14 inches wide. 

The shareholders arc so much en- 
couraged with tho property that on 
Friday last they exercised their rights 
and put up the cash lor the property'. 

It is understood that the Bay and 
Tip Top are to be consolidated. Tho 
Mavis, from which rich ore has been 
taken, lies between the Bay and Tip 
Top and a continuous vein runs 
through tho three claims. The Mavis 
and Tip Top extend from tho Bay to 
the crest of the hill. 



RABIES IN MANITOBA 

Winnipeg, May -Some little time 
ago dogs in Shoal Lake district show- 
ed signs of madness, cattle and sheep 
worn bitten and died showing signs 
of rabies. Dr., McGilllvrdy, the Do- 
minion veterinary for tho province, 
visited the district, quarantined sus- 
pected canines and brought away 
some of the virus, with which Dr. 
Gordon Bell inoculated a couple of 
rabbits. They developed the usual 
symptoms and died and a post mortem 
revealed the rabies germ. Fortun- 
ately; the cases were discovered before 
lho dogs had bitten human beings, 



SAN FRANCISCO UNIONS BAD. , 

Van Clcve Says No Fight With Usual 
Unions. 

New York, May 22. — There wore 400 
members and guests present at the 
banquet of the National Association of 
Manufacturers at tho Waldorf-Astoria 
tonight, and tho balcony boxes were 
filled with women. 

President W. J. Van Clcve of the 
association spoke briefly, saying t hat 
he desired to contribute a slogan, 
"That Americans must rule America." 

"This association," he said, "lias no 
fight with labor unions except as Am- 
erican citizens should light the sort of 
labor unionism which tries to dictate 
in San Francisco. It proposes to light 
no union, but to fight simply for the 
right to manufacture under conditions 
of industrial yeace. 

"To work when and how he pleases 
Is the demand made on behalf of tho 
worker by employers." 



READY TO SHIP ORE. 

Rambler-Cariboo Mino To Employ Full 
Force of Men. 

Spokane, May "(.—"Shipments will 
begin at Rambler-Cariboo by the 1st of 
June," said John Hunner, one of the 
stockholders in the company in an in- 
terview. "There is a considerable am- 
ount of ore on hand, and as soon as tho' 
roads arc opened up the mlno will be-, 
gin shipping it. The snow has pre- 
vented this being done earlier, and it is 
still four or live feet deep. 

"There is plenty of ore blocked out 
in the upper levels and ore has been 
struck at tho 900-foot level. On tho 
1400-foot level, which is being work- 
ed, tho ore has not been struck as yet.

Tho memorial to tho government of 
Japan, as outlined by A. .10 Fowler, 
who made the motion, will voice friend- 
ship for the Japanese, as a nation, but 
will oppose the Influx of workman to 
this country on economic grounds. Mr. 
Fowler said the Japanese, on acount 
of his mode of living, would soon be- 
come a menace to \Wstern civilization, 
and he felt that if the Japanese gov- 
ernment were apprised of the bias ex- 
isting against its subjects in the minds 
of the Amerlonn public, it would, 
through pride of country, take some 
steps to stop tho Immigration to Am- 
erica. 

J. W. Tapps, who said he had np- 
polntcd himself a delegate from the 
Clerks' Union to attend tho meeting, 
made a speech that was generously 
applauded. "This is my country, and 
I want to leave it better for my chil- 
dren than 1 found it myself, if pos- 
sible, " said Mr. Toops. "1 am for this 
organization, for America for Ameri- 
cans, and for men who vote and take 
part in conducting ou r government and 
our institutions." 

The league adjourned to meet in two 
weeks.

GO BACK TO WORK 



Unionized Operatives Join 
the No-strike Move- 
ment 



in 



Seattle, May 24.— The SO0 minors em- 
ployed by the Pacific Coast company 
in their mines at Black Diamond, who 
walked out yesterday and refused to 
work unless their union was recognized, 
held a meeting early in the afternoon 
and ugreed to resume operations this 
morning. James Anderson, mine su- 
perintendent, reported that the miners 
clhl not report lor work at tho usual 
time in the nicrntng owing to a mis- 
understanding. They feared that they 
would he shut out as a result of tlioir 
having joined tho union formed Sun- 
day. Deputy Sheriff "Bob" Hodges, 
who with two deputies, was called to 
tho mine Sunday and has remained 
there since, reported that demonstra- 
tions were, lacking. 

Yesterday morning tho officers of 
tho union sent word to J. C. Ford, vice- 
president and general manager of the 
Pacific Coast company, Cilat 125 men 
would not report for work. These 
svoro joined by others nnd operations 
wero tied up. Later in tho day the 
older men, who had not joined the 
union, called a meeting und agreed to 
resume Work. As they constituted the 
majority, it was decided that there 
should he no strike for tho present, 
lit least, provided that the company 
should not discriminate against the 
union men. Tills tho owners agreed 
to do. 

J. C. Ford, vico-president find ge.i- 
OTftj manager of the Pacific Const com- 
pany, declared in an interview that 
there is no intention on the part of 
th*> owners to liar tho members of tho

Mr. Ford said last night: "Our com- 
pany has always maintained an open 
shop and will continue to do so In the 
future. We have iiad no trouble with 
our help for tho past fifteen years and 
havo endeavored to please them. The 
company has built good houses for 
them to live in und lias paid as high 
wages as Is paid at any western mine. 

"Every year our men havo been ap- 
proached by agitators who try to union- 
ize them. The men have been well sat- 
isfied with the treatment received, 
and havo remained loyal. 

•'Recent'y there have been several 
foreign speaking delegates at our mines 
trying to organize the men. The young- 
er men have listened to them and 
Joined their ranks. At the meeting 
held by the miners, however, three- 
fourths of them refused to join tho 
union. 

"Our mines will ho running to their 
full capacity tomorrow, the men all 
agreeing to go to work as usual." 

In anticipation of a strike that 
threatened a circular letter has In- in 
sent in tiie steamship companies stat- 
ing that tho Pacific Coast company 
would not be able to furnish any 
steam coal until further notice. 

A closing down of the mines owned 
by the Pacific Coast company would 
mean a tying up of the Sound Mos- 
quito fleet. These vessels depend en- 
tirely on the output of these mines for 
fuel. The Nome liners have prat 
cally all been coaled and those that 
havo not have Ttiado arrangements with 
other collerie.s on tho Sound and in 
British Columbia for fuel. 

The Pacific Coast company has 
maintained an output of 12,000 tons 
of steam coal daily.
